Special committee of Local 
No. 1, IATSE, to examine 
League’s demands 


NEW YORK, June 27.—Local No. 1 of 
the IATSE, at a special meeting held 
yesterday, discussed the proposal of the 
League of New York Theaters that in 
view of present conditions of the New 
York legit theaters the union members 
take a 331-3 per cent cut when the 
present contract expires September 1. 

No direct opinion was voiced by the 
attending members, and the proposal 
was tabled until a special committee, 
to be appointed by the president of the 
local, examines the various demands 
made by the League. It must give its 
decision within the next four weeks. The 
final vote on the subject is not expected 
to come before the middle of Septem- 
ber. 

The members also decided to accept 
the mandate of the Columbus conven- 
tion, which decided upon the case of 
Charles C. Shay, former president of the 
IATSE, permitting him to rejoin the 
union after having been expelled from 
it about nine years ago. Shay was 
formally readmitted to Local No. 1 and 
is now a member in good standing. 

Stagehands’ and musicians’ unions 
thruout the country have been requested 
by the League of New York Theaters to 
furnish immediate relief from the exist- 
ing wage scales.

ventory filed in an accounting of the 
late actor-producer’s will. 

The entire value of the estate was 
estimated to be $175,000, which in- 
cluded a set of scenery used in the 
play “Old Rascal,” which is now 
stored at Cain's and is valued at $64.

CHICAGO, June 27.—With nearly a 
hundred army planes roaring above the 
field and army bands blaring martial 
music, the Washington Bicentennial 
Military Tournament opened Friday 
night at Soldiers’ Field stadium before a 
crowd estimated at close to 25,000. Not 
an untoward incident marred the start 
of the gorgeous show staged under U. S. 
Army auspices. It was perfect in every 
detail and drew genuine admiration from 
the throngs that witnessed it. The 
presence of Amelia Earhart, daring avia- 
trix, gave the first-nighters an added 
thrill, and the plucky woman, who but 
recently spanned the Atlantic, was 
cheered to the echo. 

The show is without doubt the most 
magnificent of its kind that has ever

NEW YORK, June 27.—RKO, thru Mar- 
tin Beck, has purchased the rights to 
Whoopee, one of Ziegfeld’s recent mu- 
sical comedies, for presentation on the 
circuit’s stages. 

Fanchon & Marco will produce the 
condensed version on the Coast, with 
work on this to start as soon as possible. 
Accarding to Beck, the purchase of 
Whoopee was outright. 

That RKO would buy the rights to 
Whoopee has been known for a number 
of weeks, but it was expected that the 
circuit would gssign Bobby Connolly, 
general stage director, to the job of 
production. 

Connolly has been working on amateur 
shows on a nation-wide scale and cOo- 
ordination of Palace bills.

Carnival Taxed 


“Bootleg” Gas 


McCOMB, Miss., June 27.—An incident 
affiliated with one of the latest applied 
taxes in this State, the gasoline tax, a 
few days ago, has attracted special at- 
tention. 

Several trucks of the Mississippi Valley 
Shows were stopped here by the sheriff 
and a constable and resulted in Pike 
County collecting $38.65, combined 
charges, when the case was tried by 
Justice J. A. Wiltshire, of Magnolia, be- 
ing based on the gasoline tax and dam- 
ages and fines for improper lighting. 

The truck Owner was charged with 
carrying “bootleg” gasoline—fuel bought 
in Louisiana and transported into Missis- 
sippi—without payment of special State 
taxes. A press dispatch from this city 
stated: “A charge of 12 cents per gallon 
was made for this gas.”

The “bootleg” charge relative to the 
gasoline purchased in another State 
seems rather unique, as the motor 
trucks’ tanks may have needed refilling 
before the caravan arrivegl in Mississippi, 
but if purchased for resale in this State 
might form a vastly different angle. 

If this incident should be considered 
as legal guidance, provided the purchaser 
of the gasoline in another State had 
no idea other than providing the trucks 
with fuel, some of it for use in this 
State, it seems then that tourists and 
all others who purchase gasoline for 
their cars or trucks and intend coming 
into this State would be required to 
empty their tanks directly at the State 
limits and buy gas entering Mississippi, 
or be forced to pay tax on any gas not 
purchased in that State.

Following the thrilling air circus in 
which the scores of planes flew in vary- 
ing formations while two 200-mile-an- 
hour bombers did amazing stunts, 
Amelia Earhart was escorted into Sol- 
diers’ Field by the Black Horse Troop, 
and after being officially welcomed by 
Admiral Walter S. Crosley, of Great 
Lakes; Maj. Gen. Frank Parker, of the 
Sixth Army Corps Area; Rene Weller, 
French consul, and Wm. H. Sexton, rep- 
resenting the mayor, and presented with 
a gold medal in honor of her flying 
achievements she reviewed the show and 
also talked to a radio audience. There 
followed some intricate drills by’ infantry 
from Fort Sheridan and Jefferson Bar- 
racks. Then came the pageant depicting 
the principal episodes in the days of 
Washington. First the Boston Tea Party, 
which showed the citizens of Boston dis« 
guised as Indians boarding a British 
merchantman in the harbor and throw- 
ing its cargo of tea overboard; next 
Washington taking command of the 
Continental Army, then in order named 
the adoption of the flag, crossing the 
Delaware, days at Valley Forge and the 
surrender of Cornwallis. An appropriate 
musical accompaniment was provided. 
All of these scenes were worked out on 
a mammoth scale and presented before 
a scenic background that stretched en- 
tirely across Soldiers’ Field. It was an 
artistic production, historically correct in 
every detail, magnificently staged, and 
won the unstinted approval of the thou- 
sands of spectators. 


The pageant was followed by a series 
of amazing maneuvers by both army 
and navy; massed formation drills by 
the infantry; drills and saber charge by 
the Fourth Cavalry; artillery maneuvers; 
then a pageant of all nations depicted 
on beautiful floats, and as a grand 
climax a realistic depiction of the mas- 
sacre of Fort Dearborn, followed by a 
sham battle in which anti-aircraft guns, 
machine guns, infantry, artillery and 
cavalry all participated, and concluding 
with a magnificent fireworks display, in 
which the pictures of George Washing- 
ton, Admiral Crosley and Amelia Earhart 
were shown; also a realistic naval en- 
gagement, together with beautiful set 
pieces of various sorts and a beautiful 
display of aerial pyrotechnics. 


Between the major parts of the- pro- 
gram a pleasing touch of comedy was 
provided by Dennie Curtis and his com- 
pany in a comedy mule act that won lots 
of laughs. 

The entire speaking and musical pro- 
gram was broadcast thru a loud-speaker 
system furnished by Wm. H. Schwartz. 
It gave perfect satisfaction, every word 
of the speakers being heard plainly and 
distinctly in every part of the huge 
stadium. 


In connection with the show there are 
scores of exhibits by local merchants in 
the booths under the grand stand. An 
outstanding feature of these exhibits is 
a “Miniature State Street,” two huge 
paintings, each 250 feet long and 30 feet 
high, in which the artist has duplicated 
the city’s great shopping center in 
miniature. 

The show will continue to and includ- 
ing July 4 and all indications point to 
a@ very successful week.

Fox Theaters’ 


Receivership 


Makes It 100% in the East 


Equity receivership declared by U. S. Cireuit Court— 
liabilities of the holding company of Eastern Fox houses 
listed at $6,000,000—W illiam Fox sued for $5,000,000 


NEW YORK, June 25.—Another Fox unit, Fox Theaters Corporation, has gone 
into receivership. An equity receivership was ordered Wednesgay by Judge Martin 
T. Manton of the U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals on the petition of the Chicago 
Title and Trust Company, a creditor of the company for $410,190. William E. Atkin- 
son, president of the corporation, and John F. Sherman were appointed receivers 
after posting a joint bond of $100,000. The receivership action was friendly and one 


that Fox executives had been secretly contemplating for some time. 


& Cromwell, attorneys for the Chicago 
trust company, made the application, 
and Henry Brill, counsel for Fox, con- 
sented. Brill admitted that the corpora- 
tion lacked liquid assets with which to 
meet current jiabilities. The receivership 
petition had asserted that the corpora- 
tion is contingently obligated to the ex- 
tent of about $6,000,000, with assets listed 
at $204,808 and investments in anc ad- 
vances to going subsidiaries listed at 
$24,800,000. 

Fox Theaters Corporation is the hold- 
ing company for all the Fox houses east 
of the Mississippi. Within the past year 
and a half all its theaters have either 
been subleased or have fallen into the 
hands of creditors. The Skourases are 
now operating the bulk of the corpora- 
tion’s houses, while Rinzler & Frisch and 
smaller operators are running the rest 
ef the houses. The de luxers, including 
the Roxy. are all in the hands of credi- 
tors. The receivership petition lists 
$21,360,000 as comprising investments in 
subsidiary companies now in the hands 
of receivers or trustees and in real estate 
on which mortgage defaults have been

Theater Licenses Slashed 


STEUBENVILLE, O., June 27.—Reduc- 
tion in city license fees for five local 
theaters was granted by passage of an 
ordinance by council, revising the 
monthly charge, and repealing and 
amending previous legislation, which 
fixed the monthly charge at $50 for 
each theater, regardless of its size. Thea- 
ter owners have been seeking a reduc- 
tion in license fees for several weeks, 
claiming they were paying the highest 
fee of any theaters in the upper Ohio 
Valley. The newly enacted ordinance 
provides that shows charging less than 
15 cents admission must pay a monthly 
license of $20, and where admission 
charges are more than 15 cents a $40 fee 
will be charged. Theater operators 
sought to have the license fee reduced 
by half. 


Low Prices Help Columbus 


COLUMBUS, 0O., June 27.—Theater 
grosses here are picking up with 
the advent of new low prices, which 
were put into effect last week. 


Both the Loew houses, the Ohio and 
the Broac, with a 35 and 25-cent top, 
respectively, and the two RKO houses, 
the Palace and Majestic, with a 35 and 
25-cent top, respectively, have been pack- 
ing them in, business picking up about 
50 per cent. 

A new manager has been named for 
the Broad Theater, replacing J. Everett 
Watson, who was let out when the thea- 
ter was closed recently. Kenneth Reid, 
formerly connected with the Loew's the- 
aters in Cleveland, has taken over the 
post. Ward Farrar, acting manager of 
the Broad since it reopened last week, 
has resumed his position as assistant 
manager of the Ohio. Reid started with 
the Loew Circuit 14 years ago at the 
Alhambra Theater in Cleveland. 


Watson’s plans for the future have 
not yet been announced.

Unload 7 Houses 


ATLANTIC CITY, June 25.—The War- 
ner, Stanley, Colonial, Virginia, Earle and 
Globe theaters, this city, and the Rialto, 
Pleasantville, have been turned over to 
the Seashore Theaters, Inc., local com- 
pany, by the Warner Bros. on a long- 
term lease. 

Details of the transaction were made 
known this week by Harry Cassman, local 
attorney, representing the firm of which 
Joseph H. Snellenberg is president and 
general manager. According to Cassman, 
not only stores and theaters, but adjoin- 
ing buildings are included in the lease 
and have an assessed value of more than 
$3,000,000. Lease will go into effect Mon- 
day. 

Snellenberg for 17 years conducted the 
Virginia Theater and later the Stanley 
Theater. Whether the Globe and Earle 
theaters will be reopened will be decided 
next week. No changes in personnel are 
contemplated. 


Cedar Rapids House Sold 


CEDAR RAPIDS, Ia., June 25.—The 
Paramount Theater Building was sold at 
sheriff’s sale here this week for $175,000 
to satisfy judgments, interests and court 
costs totaling $580,335.97. Only one bid 
was submitted, Adolph Fisher, Chicago 
attorney, representing Strauss Brothers, 
bond dealers, being the purchaser. 


About five years ago Cedar Rapids went 
“theater crazy,” two new show shops and 
office buildings being built the same year. 
Came the depression and lack of demand 
for office space, with overhead expenses 
piling up faster than income. Both 
buildings were promoted by local inter- 
ests, so that several Cedar Rapids capital. 
ists have taken quite a wallop on what 
looked at the time like good business 
ventures. 

The Iowa Theater, which is the other 
new building, also is operated by Publix. 

The Paramount is one of the finest 
theaters in the Middle West. For a time 
vaude flourished, but lately the programs 
were cut to Saturday, Sunday and Mon- 
day. The Palace, one of the older houses, 
also controlled by Publix, has been dark 
for several months. 


Providence Houses Dark 


PROVIDENCE, June 25.—Carlton, only 
legit house in city, has been dark since 
Friars’ Frolic played there on its short- 
lived tour. Fays, which dropped vaude 
June 3 for straight film, closed last 
night, with management announcing 
August reopening and meanwhile ex- 
tensive alterations to the stage. RKO 
Albee (vaude) and Victory (film) have 
been on a week-to-week notice schedule 
for some time, and Paramount also has 
given two weeks’ notice to employees. 

Jacob Conn is going ahead with con- 
struction on his new 5,000-seat down- 
town house, with plans for an opening 
in August with vaudefilm policy. 


N’Orleans Show Filmed 


NEW ORLEANS, June 25.—The Soul of 
a Natton, which is to be presented at 
Loyola Stadium the nights of June 28, 
29, 30 and July 1, will in all probability 
be reproduced in sound and color pic- 
tures to be distributed in upwards of 200 
major cities in the United States. Ar- 
rangements for this are now being per- 
fected by T. W. Stevens, formerly of the 
RKO Corporation, who is assisting the 
local committee in bringing the drama 
to the attention of the people of the 
nation, 


French Silly Season 


PARIS, June 20.—The “Nutmeg” 
State has a dangerous rival in Paris 
when it comes to “fish” stories: 

Two seals being used in a film 
production at the Joinville studios 
went AWOL in the adjoining Marne 
River. The male member of the pair 
quickly capitulated to the lure of 
fresh fish offered by pursuers, but 
the “Missus” took two days to de- 
cide to return to the docks near the 
studio. 

A lion belonging to a menagerie 
exhibiting at the fair at Saint Cloud 
turned up his toes and was duly 
buried by the owner in that town. 
City officials objected, so the owner 
dug up the corpse and brought it to 
Paris, where he left it in the Square 
des Invalides. Now the Paris of- 
cials are objecting.

Warner Answers 
Receivership Suit 


WILMINGTON, Del., June 27.—Warner 
Bros.’ Pictures and the individual de- 
fendants filed their answer Tuesday to 
the receivership suit brought earlier this 
month by Harry Koplar, of St. Louis. 
They denied Koplar’s charges of misman- 
agement and that the banking firms of 
Hayden, Stone & Company and Gold- 
man, Sachs & Company sold to the pub- 
lic about $15,000,000 of Warner capital 
stock at a price 20 times its market 
value. 


Manipulation of stock sales and the 
charge that music publishing houses 
were acquired at big losses just to give 
sons of the company’s directors jobs 
were also denied. It was admitted, how- 
ever, that the company has been oper- 
ating at a loss the past year. The net 
loss for the fiscal year ended August 29, 
1931, was $7,918,604, including writeoffs 
and depreciation. 


It was admitted that Constance Ben- 
nett was signed for two pictures at 
$150,000 each and that Ruth Chatterton 
and William Powell were paid “large 
salaries.”

Act Against ‘Stink-Bombers’ 


INDIANAPOLIS, June 25. — Protection 
of theaters and business establishments 
against attacks by stench bombs and 
other nuisances was provided by the city 
council at its last meeting thru passage 
of two ordinances making such attacks, 
or the possession of materials for the 
purpose, punishable by fine and jail sen- 
tence. The ordinances provide fines of 
$100 to $300 and not more than six 
months’ imprisonment for violations. 
The ordinance was improduced as an out- 
growth of recent attacks at the Indiana 
and Circle theaters and the increasing 
number of bombing attacks on theaters 
thruout the country. The companion 
ordinance prohibits the throwing or de- 
positing of reptiles or rodents on an- 
other’s property or the possession for 
that purpose, 


Aylesworth 
Talks Tieups 


Says radio, telly can aid 
flesh, films—Brown with 


RKO till August 


NEW YORK, June 25.—M. H. Ayles- 
worth, president of RKO and NBC, met 
the trade press this morning in his of- 
fice to answer general questions and to 
give a slant on the contemplated tieup 
of radio—and later on of television—with 
the motion picture and flesh industries. 
The only spot news in the course of the 
conference was a tacit confirmation of a 
story run in The Billboard last week con- 
cerning the probability of Hiram S. 
Brown, ex-president, being cut off the 
RKO payroll in an effort to further the 
economy measures now being carried out 
by H. B. Pranklin, president KAO thea- 
ters. Brown, according to Aylesworth, 
agreed to help out the new president 
until August 1, at which time his future 
rests entirely in his own hands. 


Radio, according to Aylesworth, far 
from keeping people away from the thea- 
ters, is capable of becoming a tremen- 
dous factor in bringing them in and ex- 
ploiting the product being shown. As an 
example of the tieup he indicated the 
radio exploitation used on Frank Buck's 
Bring ’Em Back Alive, currently held 
over at the RKO Mayfair and Albee, 
Brooklyn. The effect of such radio ex- 
ploitation, of course, is entirely depend- 
ent on the value of the product being 
shown in the theaters, but, according to 
Aylesworth, the RKO product isn't going 
to be so bad. He pointed with pride at 
Connie Bennett’s The Truth About 
Hollywood and at the forthcoming costly 
sound version of The Bird of Paradise, 
which was a flop when it was done as a 
silent. He also touched on the possi- 
bility of radio exploitation being used 
to draw customers into the legit houses, 
but failed to explain how the legit 
managers, with slim resources and with 
no radio chain behind them, were to ac- 
quire such exploitation. 


Aylesworth, emphasizing the fact that 
he is as yet no showman, said that the 
showmen of Radio Picfures on the Coast 
were working on radio tie-up ideas, 
which ideas would be carried thru by 
NBC as soon as submitted and approved. 

Aylesworth was inclined to discount 
the influence of television for the next 
five years. The public does not want it 
yet, he said, due chiefly to the financial 
depression, and it will be at least five 
years before a marketable set is de- 
veloped. The Baird Company .of Great 
Britain, which, according to reports, has 
a $50 set waiting only for the end of 
the depression to be distributed in 
America, may be interested in this angle. 
When television does come, Aylesworth 
said, it will probably be broadcast in the 
same commercial sponsorship manner as 
radio is now. Engineering difficulties 
at present preclude television broadcast- 
ing to the screens of a chain of thea- 
ters, a plan which secured some publicity 
earlier in the year. 

When television does come, if the pres- 
ent amusement field accepts it and rides 
with it, it can be turned to account in 
much the same way as RKO is now en- 
deavoring to use radio, Aylesworth said. 


But One Shreveport House 


SHREVEPORT, La., June 25.—Local 
theatergoers will be forced to patronize 
only one downtown picture house, the 
Strand, after July 4, for the Majestic, 
Saenger. and Capitol theaters, three of 
this cits leading cinema houses, will 
close their doors July 5, according to a 
statement by managers of the three 
amusement centers. As a result 50 per- 
sons will be thrown out of employment. 
If business picks up, theatergoers are 
premised, these theaters will be reopened 
next fall, when the new picture season 
opens.

Agricultural Conditions 


Condensed Data From June Summary 


Washington, D. C. 


by U. S. Department of Agriculture. 


WHEAT SITUATION CHANGED 


The growing season is now progress- 
ing favorably over most of the country. 
The rains of last month brought out 
the pasture and range feed and gave 
meadows a more promising start. Never- 
theless, certain of the early maturing 
crops are much smaller than last year. 
The winter wheat prospect appears to 
be for a short crop. The Southern 
potato crop is estimated as a little over 
half that of last year. The early peach 
crop apparently will be the smallest in 
recent years. 

The South, after having replanted 
some of its cotton, corn and truck crops, 
is now showing nearly normal seasonal 
progress. Generally speaking, cotton has 
made a fairly good start, altho the 
Eastern part of the belt has begun to 
feel some effects of dry weather. 

Wheat now begins to dominate the 
current crop and market situation. The 
world supply situation:tn wheat has 
changed greatly within a year. The 
surplus- producing countries in the 
Southern Hemisphere have worked their 
stocks of old wheat down to a total (as 
of mid-May) about 75,000,000 bushels less 
than a year ago. While stocks in North 
America are around 38,000,000 bushels 
larger than a year ago, our probable crop 
of hard red winter wheat this year has 
been reckoned at less than 240,000,000 
bushels, which would be less than half 
that of last season, and it is this class 


of wheat which comprises our chief ex- 
ports. Hard red winter is the wheat 
grown in the Plains territory, from South 
Dakota to Texas, and it is this territory 
which was so hard hit by drought, frost 
and winds. Stocks of native wheat in 
Europe are reported to be unusually low. 
CONSUMPTION NOT GROWING 


The movement of agricultural products 
in trade shows, on the whole, the same 
sluggish tendency as characterizes many 
other commodities in these times. Low 
prices have not stimulated consumption, 
in many cases, as much as might be 
expected. For instance, the consump- 
tion of butter, cheese and canned milk, 
in terms of milk equivalent, during the 
first four months of this year was a 
billion pounds less than a year ago. On 
the other hand, our exports of wheat and 
cotton in April were moderately heavy 
for that month. 

The general level of prices received by 
farmers for their products has not 
changed greatly since the first of the 
year. The index number of such prices 
is slightly below 57, compared with pre- 
war 100. Prices paid by farmers for 
commodities bought stand at an index 
of about 112. The unit purchasing 
power of farm products is thus about 
half what it was before the war. Farm 
wages are about 94. Farm taxes are 
about 250. The problem of how to meet 
debts and fixed charges grows ever more 
acute.

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Casey, Chesterfield Elected 


President, Treasurer of Fund 


Directors reduced from 14 to 7 members at annual 
meeting—no circuit heads included—The _ Billboard’s 
report on NVA Lodge conditions read—action pending 


NEW YORK, June 25.—Practically an entirely new setup of officers and direc. 
tors were voted into the NVA Fund at its annual meeting, Wednesday, at 1600 


Broadway. 


The most striking changes were the election of Henry Chesterfield, 


secretary of the NVA, to the post of treasurer of the Fund, and the reduction 


of the board of directors from 14 to seven members, 


Especially noticeable is the 


fact that not one circuit head was elected either an officer or director, which is 
sharply different from the lineups of previous years, with but three of the major 


circuits, RKO, Warner and Publix, now 
represented in the holding corporation 
of the NVA. 


New officers of the Fund are: Pat 
Casey, president; William J. Lee, of the 
VMA; Moe Silver, Warner, and Major 
Leslie E. Thompson, RKO, vice-presi- 
dents; Martin E. King, secretary, and 
Henry Chesterfield, treasurer. The board 
of directors comprises Casey, Lee, Ches- 
terfield, Silver, Thompson, Sam Dembow, 
of Publix, and Sam Scribner, president of 
the VMA and member of the board of 
directors of the Actors’ Fund. Casey, 
Lee and Chesterfield form the Executive 
Committee. Lee, who is Casey’s assistant, 
has been working with Chesterfield on 
the management of the NVA for the last 
eight months. 


Sam Katz, former president of the 
Fund, resigned by letter from the Coast 
previous to the mecting and is reported 
to have stipulated that he should not be 
nominated for any other office or as a 
director because of duties which would 
keep him in Hollywood most of the time. 
The presidency of the Fund has always 
been a nominal position, the direction 
of the body’s activities resting in the 
hands of the treasurer and executive 
committee. Casey’s frequent sojourns 
on the Coast will leave the management 
of the social and charitable sides of the 
NVA almost entirely in the hands of Lee 
and Chesterfield. 

In making Chesterfield an officer of 
the Fund, the holding corporation of the 
NVA set a second precedent within a 
year. The first was the election of a 
member of the actors’ side (Chesterfield) 
to the board of d&ectors a number of 
months ago. This was the first time in 
the NVA’s history that anyone from the 
club side was given voice in the direction 
of the actors’ orgenization 

It is taken for granted that among 
Chesterfield’s first moves will be a shav- 
ing and elimination of a number of sal- 
aries now on the pavroli The Fund will 
have to enforce strict economies in the 
coming year to be able to operate the 
W. 46th street clubhouse, its doles and 
charities, and the Saranac Lake Sanato- 
rium with as little borrownig as possible. 
The last NVA drive, altho figures have 
not as yet officially been made known, 
grossed no more than $225,000. At least 
$500,000 a year is necessary to operate 
the NVA as it now stands in all of its 
activities 

Besides the election of officers, the one 
other important occurrence at the Fund 
meeting was the reading of The Bili- 
board’s exhaustive report on conditions 
in the Sanatorium. This treatise came 
as a result of numerous anopymous let- 
ters to this publication a couple of 
months ago which prompted an investi- 
gaticn of the health resort. Casey read 
it to the meeting and, after he had fin- 


ished, all present acclaimed the report 
as not only unbiased and constructive, 
but all in all a tribute to the institution, 


They were in favor of the NVA publish- 
ing it in pamphlet form for tts members. 

As detailed in a boxed editorial in the 
May 28 issue of The Billboard, the report 


was not gathered for publication, but for 
the Fund’s directors to study and to en- 
able them to make reforms at the Sara- 
nac institution where they found the 


criticism warranted then. It was prom- 
ised that the editorial columns of this 
paper would not be sed to publicize the 
existing evils, unless the Fund refused 
to take corrective action. The editorial

Arthur-Publix Deal 
In N. E. Is Closed 


NEW YORK, June 27.—Harry Arthur 
and Publix have reached an agreement 
whereby Arthur will operate six Publix 
theaters in New England, where he is 
now operating 18 former Fox houses. 
The houses are situated in New Haven, 
Springfield, Hartford and Worcester. One 
of them, the Paramount in New Haven, 
is playing F. & M. units now. 

In addition, Arthur is reported to be 
dickering with Warner to take over the 
Roger Sherman, New Haven, former 
vaudefilmer, and other spots. Warner 
denies this, as it has all other theater 
deals. Arthur could not be reached for 
a verification. 


HARTFORD, Conn., June 27.—Two of 
the former Fox houses now operated by 
Harry Arthur, the Capitol here anq the 
Elm Street in Worcester, Mass., were 
“bombed” Wednesday night. An acid 
bomb was exploded in the local house, 
evacuating the theater of 1,500 patrons 
and burning several people. The Wor- 
cester house was thrown into a panic 
when a sulphur bomb was tossed from 
the first balcony into the orchestra floor. 

Harry Arthur is still having trouble 
with the unions in all of his houses. 
Two weeks ago, his house in New Britain 
was bombed The local Capitol, which 
had been picketed, closed last week. Ar- 
thur again went into conference with 
Mayor Mahoney of Worcester in an effort 
to settle his differences with the stage- 
hands’ union.

RKO’s Vaude Losses 


Overbalance Gains 


NEW YORK, June 25.—Further RKO 
house policy changes will net the circuit 
a loss of three and a half weeks of 
“flesh” and a gain of one between now 
and July 9. The Proctor houses in 
Schenectady and Troy, which recently 
went into first-half policies, will go 
straight pictures for the summer July 2 
and 9, respectively. Tacoma drops its 
vaude July 8, and on the same day the 
Golden Gate, San Francisco, and Hill 
Street, Los Angeles, shelve their stage- 
band shows and resume with the intacts 
that have been playing the Orpheum 
houses in both cities. Also on July 8 
Seattle and Portland Ore., drop their 
split-week policies and go to full week. 

The policy switches on the Coast bring 
back the houses to their original status, 
which was changed late last month. At 
that time Seattle and Portland were 
changed from full weeks to split weeks; 
Tacoma was boosted from three days to 
split week, and the intacts were trans- 
ferred: from the Golden Gate and Hill 
Street to the Orpheums and presenta- 
tions substituted. The arrangement did 
not work out so well, especially the fill- 
ing in of vaude by the Coast office in 
the split-week spots.

Hope Held for 


RKO Break-Ins; 


Talent Famine Caused by Lack 


NEW YORK, June 25.—RKO’'s theater 
operating and vaude booking depart- 
ments met again this week for another 
conference on break-in houses. It looks 
this time, however, as tho something will 
come of this thru the opening of three 
or four houses here for showing new acts. 

At present, RKO has no house for this 
purpose, all of its time 1n the East being 
“big-time.” Lack of break-in and show- 
ing houses has long irked the act-buyers 
and retarded the development of new 
talent, as well as hindering the efforts 
of the circuit’s franchised producers. 

The producers, in answer to a query 
sent out by The Billboard, indicated 
that the lack of break-in time was the 
major obstacle in the path of their ef- 
forts to provide new blood and new acts 
for vaudeville. They are unanimous in 
claiming that it is only thru the incul- 
cation of new talent that vaude can hope 
to survive, and new talent at present is 
left out in the cold because of the cir- 
cuit’s failure to provide the necessary 
break-in dates As a result, the pro- 
ducers feel that their hands are tied. 


C. B. Maddock, in commenting on the 
situation, said: “The producer, or 
agent-producer of vaudeville is very val. 
uable, if not an absolute necessity, in the 
vaudeville business. Not only is he com- 
pellec to develop new ideas in order to 
make money, but he is also responsible 
to a great extent for the development of 
personal talent, which is the lifeblood 
of show business. There is not a musical 
show or picture company that has not 
on its lists a great many stars that were 
developed thru the medium of vaude- 
ville. 

“The producer’s business is in a stag- 
nant condition because he has no place 
to show his wares and develop his own 
ideas and the talents of others. Without 
break-in houses he is at a loss to know 
how to move. This point should be 
recognized as soon as possible. I fail to 
see where the break-in house is a great 
expense to the theater owner, as the 
prices offered acts in those houses never 
pay even the necessary expenses.” 

Alex Gerber said: “One of the most

RKO-Skouras pooling agree- 
ment will probably end F- 
M’s vaude activities here 


NEW YORK, June 25. — The vaude 
booking unit of the Fanchon & Marco 
office here may pass out of existence as 
a result of the pooling agreement 
reached by RKO and Skouras this week 
to take effect September 1. It is more 
than probable, however, that most of 
the present staff will be retained to book 
acts for the Ideas. 

As part of the SKO-Skouras deal, the 
Academy will switch to the RKO office 
for vaude booking, while the Audubon 
and Crotona will go straight pictures. 
Other Skouras houses figurfng in the 
pool are the Valentine and Park Plaza, 
Bronx straight picture houses. The RKO 
theaters are the Jefferson, in straight 
pictures; Coliseum and Fordham, which 
are split-week vaudefilmers. 

With the Academy, Audubon and Cro- 
tona out of F. & M., but two weeks will 
be left on the latter’s books, two split- 
weekers and a few one and two-day 
stands. ‘These are also Skouras houses 
and there is every indication that they 
also will be switched to RKO for vaude 
booking in September, altho they do not 
figure in the p dol. 

Along with reaching the agreement on 
the New York houses, RKO and the 
Skourases renewed their pooling con- 
tract in Madison, Wis., for another year 
and discussed possible pools on the 
Coast. 

On the F. & M. booking staff here are 
Jesse Kaye, senior booker; Benny 
Kuchuk, booker of the junior houses, 
and Jack Partington, in charge of pro- 
duction and supervising all bookings in 
the absence of M. D. (Doc) Howe, gen- 
eral booking manager of F. & M. Parte 
ington, with the assistance of Kaye, has 
been buying most of the acts for the 
Coast-produced Ideas from this end, as 
well as planning to produce a couple of 
units here in the near future. His first 
from this end will be built around Ches. 
ter Fredericks, with rehearsals scheduled 
to start late next month. 


NEW YORK, June 25.—RKO will not 
purchase a 50 per cent interest in Fan- 
chon & Marco as was reported, accord- 
ing to M. H. Aylesworth, president of 
RKO, and H. B. Franklin, president of 
the subsidiary companies. 

It was rumored recently that Franklin 
considered buying the half interest in 
FP. & M. held by the Fox Wesco Circuit. 
He was said to have been opposed on this 
move by Martin Beck. 


Franklin’s Slashes 
Reach $3,000.000 


NEW YORK, June 25. — Harold B. 
Franklin, president of Keith-Albee-Or- 
pheum and Orpheum circuits, brought 
about this week a saving of $350,000 an- 
nually in theater rentals. This boosts 
his total economfes to close to $3,000,000, 
with $500,000 yet to go towards the goal 
he set about three months ago. 

Besides the rental angle, other econo- 
mies made include administration, 
$280,000; discontinuance of music de- 
partment, $100,000; temporary discon- 
tinuance of radio broadcasting, $120,000; 
theater employees, %500,000: tax reduc- 
tions, $120,000; labor contract adjust- 
ments, $425,000; reduction in vaude costs,

Sunday and Monday—labor difficulties 
were ironed out by giving the three 
stagehands and eight musicians five and 
one-half days’ pay for three days’ work.

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Plan To Darken 
Roxy This Week 


NEW YORK, June 25—The original 
plans of President Harry G. Kosch and 
a committee of first mortgage bondhold- 
ers to close the Roxy yesterday for the 
summer failed to go thru when Federal 
Judge Caffey objected to the conditions 
of the proposal. The committee and 
Kosch then agreed to draw up new plans 
for closing the house that would be ac- 
ceptable to the court. Altho these have 
not yet crystallized, the court may be 
asked to allow the house to close next 
Thursday for four weeks, or up to Labor 
Day. 

Kosch and the committee had asked 
Judge Caffey to close the theater, but 
provided that it could be reopened only 
at the instigation of the trustee, the 
Continental Bank and Trust Company. 
The judge declared that he would order 
the theater thrown into bankruptcy and 
ecrap the whole thing rather than impose 
any limitation on the court’s supervision 
of the receivership. 

No definite action has yet been taken 
on Kosch’s plan to raise $150,000 by sale 
of receiver certificates. The first mortgage 
bondholders, on the other hand, have 
agreed not to apply now for the appoint- 
ment of a foreclosure receiver, thus al- 
lowing Kosch to continue running the 
theater. 

Kosch wants to close the house so that 
the staff can be reorganized and new 
policies formulated, especially for the 
stage shows. In addition to escaping the 
bad summer business that must be ex- 
pected, the house can then reopen with 
a big splash of publicity. It is possible 
that Anatole Friedland’s Fifty Million 
Frenchmen tabloid will be the reopening 
stage show. Herbert Lubin, who is su- 
pervising the shows, and Friedland have 
talked over the proposition. A tabloid 
version of Ziegfeld’s Hot-Cha is also 
being considered. Lubin is advocating 
tabloid musicals to replace current type 
of stage shows, but the creditors have 
not yet okehed his idea.

serious handicaps today is the shortage 
of break-in theaters for a new produc- 
tion, and my opinion is that the RKO 
circuit should designate at least six the- 
aters in the outlying districts to he 


known as break-in theaters in order to 
assist the producer in developing new 
acts. This matter should be called to 
the attention of the heads and its im- 
portance stressed heavily. The RKO pro- 
ducer today is just as capable as ever of 
producing real vaudeville acts, and all 
he needs is a little co-operation and en- 
couragement from the heads of the or- 
ganization.” 

According to Roger Murrel there prob. 
ably isn’t an agent who would refuse to 
gamble on at least three group acts if 
there were a chance of breaking them 
in. “But,” he says, “as it stands we are 
about licked before we start. If a group 
of theaters could be designated as the 
break-ins I am sure that you would find 
every one of us who makes a business 
of building acts more than ready and 
willing to start to work. Being told that 
acts must no exceed a certain figure, 
whether it’s $800 or #1,000 or whatever 
the maximum amount might be, we 
could work accordingly, and after the 
showing, which should be included in 
the first lineup of dates, the heads of 
the office could determine whether the 
act should be routed into all of the 
other houses or not.” 

With one house, the Prospect, already 
designated as a showing spot for the 
fall, it seems likely that the vaude book- 
ing office will win its long fight against 
the theater operating department, and 
that autumn will see several RKO try- 
out theaters,

It’s the most entertaining 
layout since the grind policy went in, with all of the names, except James 
Melton, who rated top billing, coming thru in grand style. Melton pleased his 
radio fans, but he was overshadowed by the solid socks registered by Harold 
Stern and his Hotel St. Moritz Orchestra, Frances White and Mills, Kirk and 
Martin. Those three acts pulled down the house. 

Summer seems to be setting in at the Palace. Altho the orchestra filled 
up late during the evening show, the balcony never got beyond a few scattered 
‘rows, aNd the top shelf was far from packed, which is a drop from previous 
weeks. It’s probably the hot weather, and possibly, too, the influence of RKO's 
own Mayfair across the street. pulling in the mob with Frank Buck’s Bring ’Em 
Back Alive. Incidentally, the present bill marks the return of emsees to the 
Palace, Mel Klee making a genial and pleasant announcer for the other acts. 

ON WAH TROUPE opened with what was actually sensational contor- 
tionistic work on the part of the two girls and five men who make up the 
outfit. And the plate spinning that closes the turn, closes it with a bang. 
With a bit more showmanship the act rates with the top of the novelties. It 
went off here to an excellent hand. 

FRITZ AND JEAN HUBERT deuced with their drunk dancing and pan- 
tomime. Fritz suffered a split scalp when the act was booked into the Palace 
a couple months ago, and they had to cancel after two performances. The 
drunk stuff, which one would expect to be pretty stale by this time, manages 
in the hands of the Huberts to appear fresh and funny and extremely clever. 
It’s an away-above-average act, and it got the reception it deserved. 


FRANCES WHITE, the first of the headliners, came next, introduced by 
Klee, who made his first emseeing appearance. Everybody remembers, of course, 
the lass who created\a sensation of an earlier Broadway by cutting her hair 
like a boy’s, and everybody remembers the way they sang the songs that she 
made farm:ous. She comes out looking like the latest baby star, and goes thru a 
routine of five numbers that wowed ’em. Two of the songs on the list are 
encores, and all but one were written by Billy Joyce, who accompanies her. 
She has a hard vo.ce, but it’s a crystal-clear one and she can manage it to a 
fare-thee-well. For one thing, even the customers in the upper reaches of the 
gallery must have been able to make out every word, which is unusual in these 
days of microphones and crooners. She scored &@ large and eminently deserved 
show-stop. 

MLLE. ANN CODEE, ably assisted by Frank Orth, her husband, and hy an 
unbilled lad and girl, follows. The turn takes up 21 minutes, with Mlle. Codee 
going like a garrulous whirlwind with her Paree chatter most of the time; but 
the funniest stuff was contributed by Orth, who, as usual, isn’t billed. The act 
works up to a slambang comedy finale and the customers gave it a nice sendoff. 

JAMES MELTON, with top billing honors, comes next for a session of 
singing, accompanied by Johnny Green, the congwriter, who steals the act. 
The ex-reveler sings three numbers in a hard, metallic voice that lacks all 
vestiges of softness or richness of tone, and Green contributes a piano medley 
of his own pieces that brought down the house. The radio addicts and various 
of the other customers gave Melton a nice hand. At any rate, he’s a radio 
singer who doesn’t use the p.-a. system when he’s in a theater, which is en- 
tirely to his credit. 

HAROLD STERN AND HIS HOTEL ST. MORITZ ORCHESTRA come seventh 
and provide the best band act seen at the Palace since Paul Whiteman last 
played here. Every one of the 10 men behind Stern is a finished musician, and 
Stern himself is a musician of the first water, a fact that is clearly proven thru 
his arrangements and excellent handling of ali numbers played. One of the 
features of the turn is the presentation by Minor and Root, the St. Moritz danc- 
ing team, of Ravel’s Bolero as an aphrodisiacal, wild, woolly and sensuous routine 
that had the mob thumping in the seats, while the splendidly played musical 
background helped out enormously. Bill Smith, drummer, who handles the 
announcing, is definitely a standout personality, and all of the lads who step up 
for specialties handle them effectively and well. It’s a grand band act, and 
deserved every ounce and more of the brace of huge show-stops that it drew. In 
every way a fine act 

MILLS, KIRK AND MARTIN, who were at the Palace not so many weeks ago, 
are repeating with their hilarious rough-and-tumbling that seems infinitely 
better now that it was last time. The turn is a riot, with the knockabout stuff 
registering for all it’s worth, and the funniest pansy stooge in the business 
flitting on to lend the finishing touch. The boys work smoothly and cleverly, and 
the mob raised the roof. 

MISS VANESSI, helped out more or less by the Biltmore Boys, is in next- 
to-closing. Her lithe grace puts her dance numbers over in excellent fashion, and 
the mounting of the act is far above the usual vaudeville standard. Miss 
Vanessi is a fine dancer with finely thought out routines. Her Rumba, which 
combined heat and grace in equal proportions, was a standout, and her looks 
doesn’t harm the effect any either. 

MEL KLEE, who had been wandering on and off thruout the show, intro- 
ducing the other acts, came on in the final frame with his own turn. His in- 
timate and effortless gagging with the customers grows hugely on one, and, tho 
he seemed something less than sensational when he first came on, he had 
everybody with him by the time he went off. As seems usual in vaude these 
days, he introduced his son, who sang a brace of numbers in good voice. 

It’s a nice show, by far the best of recent weeks so far as sustained enter- 
tainment goes. But the management is still billing the nine acts as 10, Johnny 
Green getting the phantom act this time. EUGENE BURR.

Forced an encore, but still could not 
arouse any response. 

Fred Pisano worked hard to enthuse 
the customers and did it by making his 
comedy loud and obvious. His traffic- 
cop skit has surefire material, and his 
style is aggressive and noisy. At the 
close he beats a bass drum and warns 
“nobody’s going to sleep on my act.” An

The innovation in stage shows intro- 
duced here by the Skouras Brothers, that 
of playing amateur, sem:-pro and pro 
specialty people in front of a band, seems 
to be making strides. As the show was 
laid out tonight, it’s plenty entertaining 
for 60 minutes, and besides it appears to 
be extremely inexpensive. One of the 
specialty people, Audrey Christie, prob- 
ably hit it right when she gagged they 
were being paid off in apples. Tonight's 
business was an improvement over that 
seen by this reviewer in the many times 
he covered the house. The folks evi- 
denced much enjoyment of the show all 
the way. Film was Forbidden Company. 

Show, which is built around Teddy 
King, leader of the pit crew, is staged a 
la cabaret moderne, dubbed Montmartre. 
The eight-piece pit crew are on a high 
elevation, while King does gagging, leads 
the music and introduces—in other words 
he’s an m.c. Plenty of worth-while en- 
tertainment, with everything except the 
right kind of comedy. To make the idea 
complete they'll have to brush up on 
laughs. 

Among the performers, a few of whom 
are local favorites, are Mazzone and 
Keane, Jones Prebble, Leonard and White, 
Pat Moran, Three Tars, Bee Sunshine, 
Charlotte Murray, Audrey Christie, Hal 
Rivers, Three Little Habits. and Armand 
and Perez. All capable specialty people, 
sufficient in providing socks, and several 


have promise of doing even bigger things 
in show business. 

There’s the kid, Jones Prebble, who 
has a beaut pair of pipes for radio sing- 
ing, altho he lacks stage presence and 
has to be careful about picking numbers. 
Armand and Perez are an unusual pair 
of acrobats, who offer some unusual and 
excellent routines, such as the under- 
stander doubling as jumper and catcher 
in a teeterboard stunt. They have one 
of the best acro turns around. Among 
the others Charlotte Murray does swell 
torch singing, Mazzone and Keane do a 
nifty apache in the flash finale, Pat 
Moran does corking acro dancing; Bee 
Sunshine is a nifty acro stepper, whose 
speed is her forte; Leonard and White 
offer a nice legging routine, and the 
Three Little Habits, Hal Rivers and the 
Three Tars do well in their song-dance 
sessions.

DE LUXE SHOWS 


Capitol, New York

On the occasion of Yasha Bunchuk’'s 
third anniversary as conductor of the 
Capitol Grand Orchestra this week’s 
stage show is dubbed Yasha Bunchuk’s 
Third Birthday Revue. It’s no compli- 
ment. The presentation is a very poor 
one, a surprising state of affairs when 
one looks back on the many good pro- 
grams put out by Louis K. Sidney and 
his production crew. The show is dull 
and very slow moving, but only runs 47 
minutes, and that’s a break. 

Slowness and dullness are caused by 
overattention to the Grand Orchestra, on 
the stage thruout, and the Chester Hale 
ensemble. Besides, Bunchuk has the job 
of an m. c., which clearly proves that 
he’s better at cello playing and baton 
waving. A good wisecracking m. c. would 
have helped plenty in providing the 
necessary comedy. Harold Wright, bari- 
tone, was billed, but wasn’t on hand. 

Bunchuk, after being sung about by 
the Hale ensemble, swings into leading 
his band thru an operatic medley. Ex- 
cellently rendered, but it runs about 12 
minutes, and that's too long for so early 
in the show. Rest of the time Bunchuk 
introduces the acts as they come along 
and leads his crew for accompaniment. 
Being a master at the cello, he should 
have given a solo on that instrument. 

The acts include the Three Sailors, 
Vaughn De Leath and Eleanor Powell. Of 
the three, the biggest impression was 
made at this show by Miss Powell, tap 
dancer from Hot-Cha. She’s a great 
rhythm stepper. The Sailors carry on in 
their usual] delightful way with their 
hoke, but they lacked the speed they 
usually have. Miss De Leath fared okeh 
in warbling a brace of tunes via the 
P-A System. 

The Chester Hale Girls are just as ef- 
fective as ever in their precision handling 
of three numbers, one of which is out- 
standing for excellent lighting. In the 
finale 64 Hale Girls go military and beat 
drums, which is surefire for waking 
sleepers in time to see this week’s film, 
New Morals for Old. 

Business at the last show opening day 
was about half a house.

They’te overworking the scrim to dis- 
traction here this week, but this couldn’t 
mar a show that includes the most im- 
portant principals of the last George 
White Scandals and is run off in close 
to orthodox vaude fashion. What does 
give the proceedings tne needle, however, 
is the misspotting of the Daviq Bines 
Ballet and Mr. and Mrs. Crawford, in a 
slow and dragged-out garden dance and 
Organ number, dead center in the show. 
It knocked the applause pace the show 
had been hitting up to this time flatter 
than a stale pancake. 

Altho this presentation contains such 
proved “names” as Willie and Eugene 
Howard, Ethel! Merman and Rudy Vallee 
and band, the predominating feature is 
the hoofer who scored so sensationally 
when the Scandals was playing the 
Apollo. This reviewer cannot remember 
the time when a performer was given as 
much applause in this house as Ray 
Bolger received tonight on both his 
eccentric hoofing appearances. Not only 
does he provide major socks among 
socks, but he picks this show up from 
where it lay down after the garden scene. 

The Howards and an unbilled male do 


the “interview” act they presented at 
their last Palace appearance. It got a 
lot of laughs, especially Willie’s imper- 
sonations of George Jessel, Al Joison and 
Eddie Cantor singing My Mother's Eyes. 
Miss Merman sang a couple of songs to 
good applause following Bolger’s last 
session, and then Rudy Vallee put in 
his first appearance in a hoke radio 
broadcast with Willie Howard. With the 
aid of the p.-a. system this was a laugh 
riot. Howard is the eccentric doctor 
plugging Fleischmann’s Yeast, while 
Vallee is crooning a ballad. Vallee led 
his Connecticut Yankees following this 
to the finish of the show, including an 
impersonation of Chevalier. The latter 
at least proved that the crooner can get 
up some animation, however slight, when 
in the mood. 

Altho billed as Stars of the Scandals, 
the presentation contains very little ma- 
terial from the George White show. It 
opens after the excellent Rubinoff over- 
ture with a couple.of girls from the 
Bines ensemble announcing that the 
stars are late and that the next scene 
will take the audience into their dressing 
rooms for intimate glimpses. This put 
the scrim into use for the first of six or 
seven times and was at least a fresh 
start. And at most it provided a comedy 
opening. 

In cost this show looks like all of 
$15,000 and is stronger in “name” con- 
tent than the layouts at the Capitol, 
Roxy, Palace or State. On the screen 
is the tritely titled The Man From 
Yesterday, costarring Claudette Colbert 
and Clive Brook.

(Reviewed Friday Evening, June 24) 

After two remarkable weeks in which 
Friars’ Frolic gave this house new life and 
helped the enthusiasm of President Harry 
Kosch’s receivership, the theater is back 
to more or less regulation shows. The 
house this week is banking on Ted Healy 
to draw, as the picture, Adolphe Menjou 
and Joan Marsh, in Bachelor's Affairs 
(Fox), does not look like much. of @ 
puller. Lesser draws are Ann Penning- 
ton, Irene Ricardo, Roy Smeck and a 
spectacular overture led by Hugo Reisen- 
feld. 

Clark Robinson staged Reisenfeld’s 
original interpretation of Tschaikowsky’s 
1812 Overture, which runs 12 minutes 
and is very impressive. Utilizing fully 
the greatly enlarged stage, which has cut 
the pit space in half, the overture is a 
good combination of stirring music and 
colorful tableaux on the rostrum. The 
sight of a thickly populated stage, moving 
masses, colorful costumes and historical 
scenes inspires awe, if nothing else. Par- 
ticipating in the overture were the Roxy- 
ettes, the Ballet Corps, the mixed chorus 
and sundry extras. 

The Ballet Corps and the Roxyettes 
opened the show with a frisky dance 
number that paved the way for Ted 
Healy, who wandered in and out for the 
rest of the show. He brought with him 
his mob of stooges, who rushed around 
with well-timed laugh getters, their 
rough and rowdy comedy getting over 
surprisingly well. Interspersing Healy’s 
stooge comedy were specialties by Roy 
Smeck, whose guitar, uke and banjo play. 
ing is excellent; Irene Ricardo, who put 
over her two brief numbers surprisingly 
well, and Ann Pennington, who does very 
little besidés showing her million-dollar 
—or is it thousand-dollar?—legs. 

Bert Faye socked over his wooden-shoe 
eccentric dance for all it was worth, and 
Charlotte Murrie, prégramed as “the find 
of the year,” did two blues numbers that 
were o. k., but nothing to write grandma 
about. Besides the opening number, the 
Roxyettes were spotted in a rhinestone 
jazz affair, backed by the Roxy’ chorus, 
andin the finale. The finale is the Coral 
Fan number resurrected from one of the 
shows several weeks back. The extended 
stage made the spectacle of 48 girls in 
white and holding red-tinted fans a truly 
beautiful scene. It provided a punchy 
close and was good contrast to the loud 
and fast comedy of the Ted Healy mob. 

All in all, the show is a nice balance 
between spectacle and comedy that 
should appeal to most audiences, with 
credit going to Herbert Lubin, who 
supervised the program

Reviewed at the Crotona. Style—Com- 
edy, singing and dancing. Setting—In 
one and full stage (special). Time— 
Twenty minutes. 

This six-people flash is a poor effort 
and the wisest thing that could be done 
with it is to put it on the shelf. It’s 


a small-time affair and contains nothing - 


of entertainment value except the 
rhythm dancing of a little girl named 
Rose Kenny. 


Ted Macke makes a bad skipper of the 
act. At frequent intervals he telis a 
lot of old gags which are aggravated by 
his mild handling. He also does two 
singing numbers, in which he shows a 
fair voice. Of all things he revives My 
Dream of the Big Parade. The war evi- 
dently isn’t over yet to some people. 


As was said, of the five specialty peo- 
ple Rose Kenny is the only standout. 
She’s a swell stepper, offering neat rou- 
tines at a speedy tempo. The others are 
supposed to be two sets of twins. A 
boy and girl set do a Siamese Twins bluff 
and break into a song-dance. The other, 
blondes, offer a dance routine, kicks and 
acro. Work of both is mild.

Franks and Irving 


Reviewed at the Crotona. Style—Com- 
edy, singing and dancing. Setting—In 
one. Time—Sizteen minutes. 

Jerry Franks and Val Irving, aided by 
Joyce Lynn, make up this comedy, sing- 
ing and dancing turn, which in its new 
state is plenty good for houses such as 
the Crotona, but it needs altering before 
facing the more discriminating audi- 
ences. Not that the trio hasn't got the 
ability to carry the act, but it’s the ma- 
terial that needs the repair job. Several 
of the bits are suggestive, the blackout 
for example, and a few can be speeded 
up. 

Bulwark of the act is comedy, which 
is in the more than able hands of Val 
Irving. This former band leader and 
Singer does one of the best stooges yet 
seen, one that’s able to poll steady 
laughs. He's got a Bert Lahr growl and 
a Fred Sanborn runoff, but he’s original 
in the rest. His makeup alone is 
enough to draw laughs. He does a lit- 
tle singing, showing a good voice, but 
doesn’t pay serious attention to that 
work. 

Jerry Franks assumes the role of a 
dapper singing straight and is okeh at 
that job. He looks all right and has 
g0od enough pipes, but he performs too 
stiffly for an aggressive’ comedian like 
Irving. Miss Lynn is a looker and a 
nice foi] for the boys. She also does a 
bit of singing and dancing. 


Next-to-closed the five-act show here 
and rang up a show-stop. 8. H. 


Herman Hyde 
Assisted by Miss Mona 
Reviewed at the Coliseum. Style— 
Comedy, musical and dancing. Setting— 
In one. Time—Nine minutes. 


A brand-new act for Herman Hyde, 
who has taken a new partner, Miss Mona, 
while his old sidekick, Sally Burrill, is 
in temporary retirement. The Hyde and 
Burrill act was always a good turn, but 
this new one has it beat hands down. 
It’s the stuff they want now—hoke com- 
edy that succeeds in being one long 
laugh. Both are clever performers, and 
the act itself is a humdinger. 


Most of the laughs result from the 
use of freak instruments, but Hyde’s 
hokey handling of the swells the 
laugh returns. The clowning is done on 
a guitar, violin, clarinet and bass viol. 
Latter instrument is the best of them 
all. Its base is one of those plungers 
used by plumbers, and the big fiddle 
box even flaps wings and lays an egg. 


Aside from all this kidding around, 
from which there is no letup, Hyde's 
playing of the violin and clarinet shows 
him to be quite good musically. His 
hoke legwork is good also. Miss Mona 
has plenty of s. a., and she’s a neat 
foil for Hyde’s nonsense. In addition 
she helps out with some okeh stepping. 

Deuced on the five-act show here and 
had the audience screaming besides 
palming them for a near show-stop at 
the finish.

Buddy Rogers 


With His California Cavaliers 
Reviewed at the Palace. Style—Band 
and comedy. Setting—In three (spe- 


cial). Time—-Twenty-five minutes. 


Buddy Rogers, the cinematic idol of 
the shopgirls, has come to the Palace 
via Herr Florenz Ziegfeld’s Hot-Cha and 
the Pennsylvania Roof. Buddy, according 
to his printed and spoken statements, 
has always hankered after a band, and 
now he’s got one. It’s a good one, and 
it furnishes an entertaining 25 minutes 
of vaudeville, greatly bolstered by Ray 
Baird’s specialty, by some hoke comedy, 
by the excellent work of individuals and 
by young Mr. Rogers’ complete willing- 
ness to keep Out of the customers’ hair. 

Outfit opens playing That’s Why 
Darkies Were Born and then a couple of 
the lads are spotted for specialties. Baird 
follows with his solo, which pulled down 
the house here, and then two more of 
the lads step down to sing over the mike. 
After the ceilist of the orchestra plays 
on a new-fangled cello of his own in- 
vention, Rogers steps to the mike and 
sings You Could Make My Life a Bed of 
Roses, his chief song in Hot-Cha, and 
with the assistance of the mike he does 
it far better than when he was up at 
the Ziegfeld Theater. You can hear him 
over the mike. There follows a burlesque 
of how pictures are made in Hollywood, 
a vicious and very funny satire on the 
movie men, and then the screen is 
lowered for a brief sight-and-sound bit, 
showing Buddy at work. Act ends with 
Rogers pulling about the same one-man- 
band stunt that he did in the first act 
of Hot-Cha. 

It’s a good turn, and the Rogers name 
still has power enough to draw in the 
lovelorn maidens. It is startling, how- 
ever, to notice in passing“what can hap- 
pen to a movie idol in the short space 
of a year. When Buddy played the 
Paramount about a year ago they had 
to call out the cops to keep the shop- 
girls from mobbing him as he went 
across the street to the Astor, but they 
haven’t needed any cops around the 
stagedoor of the Palace. He did, tho, get 
a basket of flowers here as he was 
bowing off. If it embarrassed him as 
mucn as it seemed to, he’s forgiven even 
for that. E. B 


Gleason and Allyn 


Reviewed at the Orpheum. Style— 
Comedy, instrumental and dancing. Set- 
ting—In one (special). Time —Ten 
minutes. 


A mild deucer. A clown and a girl 
dancer make up the combination and 
offer lightweight entertainment that 
misses fire almost all the way. The act 
is dressed up nicely and the idea is not 
conventional, but the talent is not there. 

Working before the brightly colored 
drop in one, the boy, in clown getup, 
first enters and is later joined by the 
girl, a petite blond. There is just a bit 
of pantomime comedy brought in, altho 
the bulk of the act consists of music by 
the boy and dancing by the girl. The 
boy does a one-man-band gag, while the 
girl accompanies him on the accordion. 
Her playing was very pianissimo and 
could hardly be heard over the boy’s. 

For a close the girl comes out in new 
costume and does a peppy jazz toe num- 
ber while the boy provides the musical 
accompaniment.

Arizona Nights 
Reviewed at the Grand Opera House. 
Style—Flash. Setting—In one, three and 


full stage (specials). Time—Sixteen 
minutes. 


Four girls and two boys in this hodge- 
podge flash. It derives its title from the 
cOwboy and Indian atmosphere and 
shapes up as just another act. Not that 
the talent is not there, but the staging 
is bad and the turn does not build up 
smoothly to a sock close. It has its strong 
moments, but cannot hold consistent in- 
terest. 

Opens with the sextet before a color- 
ful Indian outdoor set and then swings 
into a series of specialties. Solos are 
given by a girl singer, a violinist and a 
boy hoofer, singer and acrobat. Duo 
specialties are by a mixed team doing a 
comedy dance, a sister team doing a trick 
rope-spinning number, and a musica] 
number by a girl xylophonist and boy 
singer. Three of the girls are also spot- 
ted for a hoofing number. Toward the 
close a girl steps out for a weak singing 
number, Down South, the rest of the 
cast then emerging for a fast finale. 

Outstanding are the rope-spinning 
specialty by the girls and the trapeze 
bit by one of the boys. The rest of the 
stuff is mild.

Like a lot of other celebs who think 
their “name” is enough to carry them 
along in vaude, Anna May Wong is 
appearing in the two-and-more-a-day 
with a turn that’s strictly a personal 
appearance item and of no entertain- 
ment value. This Chinese star, who has 
made quite a rep for herself in pictures 
ard legit, is strictly a dramatic actress 
and no singer, but for her vaude appear- 
ance she goes in for warbling. As a 
result vaude audiences cannot expect to 
be entertained. 


It’s to her own advantage to procure 
a worth-while act immediately. In her 
present vehicle she opens weakly with 
two songs in her native tongue, trans- 
lating the last tune into English.

Women and Girls Will Be Boys. These 
are only mild. Her finish is best. At 
this time she thanks the folks in 
several languages—Chinese, French, Ger- 
man and Yiddish. Buddy Cooper assists 
at the piano. 


Miss Wong is an attractive looking 
and personable girl and if she were given 
the right kind of an act she would 
probably be worth a lot in vaude. Her 
best bet would most likely be a sketch 
in which she could capitalize her dra- 
Matic prowess. With this she would 
undoubtedly fare big, but as it is her 
present vehicle gathered applause only 
coming and going.

Miss Blanche, back after a considerable 
absence from vaude, is doing a mild 
singing and impersonations turn. She is 
a stoutish brunet with a pleasing voice 
and a flair for satirical impersonations of 
well-known stage and screen stars. Her 
takeoffs are not bad, but suffer from a 
certain sameness that runs thru all of 
them. She does not project herself 
effectively enough for Belle Blanche to 
be momentarily forgotten and the new 
character fully recognized. 


Accompanied by a boy pianist, she 
starts off with a pop song and then 
immediately swings into a series of 
impersonations. They include Belle 
Baker, Irene Bordoni, Irene Franklin, 
Nora Bayes and Eddie Leonard. In addi- 
tion, Miss Blanche, has an “in two” 
scene sandwiched between the Bordoni 
and Franklin impersonations.

NEW YORK, June 27,—Altho the deals have not been definitely closed, the 
Minsky-Weinstock organization. now headed by Herbert Minsky, is negotiating 
for at least two additional houses, one in Brooklyn and the other in Bridgeport, 
conn. This will give the concern five burlesque stands. It is expected that the 
deals will be closed by the end of this week. According to Herbert Minsky, it is 
planned to rotate stock in four of the houses, which will include the Central, 
Apollo, the Brooklyn stand and the one out of town. The Republic will continue 


to plawghigh-grade burlesque and musi- 
cal comedy stock, with specially booked 
“name” acts from vaudeville and musical 
comedy as added attractions. 

Instead of acqviring several houses in

People’s Foundation 
To Help Legitimate 


NEW YORK, June 25.—The so-called 
swan dive of the legit industry into 
oblivion will be prevented if the newly 
formed corporation called the People’s 
Foundation, Inc., has anything to say 
about it. Among the many bureaus 
the new organization is prepared to 
foster is one “for the purpose of facili- 
tating productions on the legitimate 
stage patterned along the lines and in 
support of the character and premise of 
the American Civic Theater idea.” 


The leading lights of the new group 
are Charles McAlpin Pyle, Irvin S. Cobb, 
Dr. Clarence Oook Little, Borden D. 
Whiting and Guy E. Shipler, editor of 
The Churchman. The aims of the 
Foundation will be, besides the legit 
idea, to promote radio broadcasting by 
leaders in the educational and sociologi- 
cal fields, a lecture bureau which will 
also concern itself with educational mo- 
tion pictures and a bureau dealing with 
the cultural features embodied in the 
appreciation and development of music 
and the fine arts. 


In order to participate in these altru- 
istic ideals the Foundation intends to 
solicit subscribing members, who are 
expected to contribute anything from $2 
to $5,000, which entitles them to mem- 
bership privileges yet to be outlined. 


The theater bureau will be expected 
to encourage the revivals of plays of 
the caliber and type of Peter Pan, 
Treasure Island and Ghosts, and also the 
production of meritorious new plays, but 
does not intend to wholly finance them. 


Ticket Brokers Thru as Angels, 


With Even Max 


NEW YORK, June 25. — The ticket 
brokers having turned down Max Gordon 
in his plea for funds to finance his fall 
ventures marks practically the end of 
angel money for musicals from that 
quarter. About the only possibility left 
among the pasteboard dealers is Mrs. Jo- 
seph Leblang, and she has announced 
that she doubts whether she will ever fi- 
nance any of the song and dance operas. 

Even up to last season it was possible 
to have the boys put up dough for an 
inexpensive summer musical, providing 
the producer had any sort of reputation 
at all, but after struggling thru a tough 
season the gang can’t see their way clear 
either for the summer or fall seasons. 
About the biggest kick the brokers took 
the past season was when they angeled 
Jed Harris’ Wonder Boy, which opus hit

them on the chin to the tune of $40,000. 
A host of other impresarios have since 
attempted to dig up coin from the coun. 
termen, but the latter point out that if 
they have gone cold on Harris, on whose 
shows they have made plenty of money 
in the past, there isn’t a chance for the 
others. 


The latest of the producers who have 
scurried around to the dealers are the 
quartet endeavoring to put on Balilyhoo, 
but so far they have had no luck promot- 
ing the dough from the brokers. Another 
reason the brokers are wary of show fi- 
nancing is the feeling that, what with 
the additional Federal tax on tickets, 
even their butter and egg customers will 
put up a squawk when asked to pay for 
ducats next season.

NEW YORK, June 25.—Altho Equity 
has yet to receive it officially, it was 
learned that the casts of both of Sam 
H. Harris’ shows, Of Thee I Sing and 
Face the Music, have signed a petition 
calling for Equity to hold a special meet- 
ing to vote on the subject of Sunday 
legit performances in New York. 

This move on the part of the members 
Was a surprise to the Equity officials, 
who had supposed that the matter was 
dormant since last week, when the ex- 
pected petition formulated by the 
League of New York Theaters did not 
come thru. This latest move is looked 
upon in various quarters as the renewal 
of the fight waged by the League several 
weeks ago against Equity, which met 
with defeat due to a ruling of the Equity 
constitution. 

Dudley Clements, a member of the Of 
Thee I Sing cast, is understood to have 
been approached to circulate a petition 
among the cast calling for Equity to 
call a special meeting. When Clements 
referred the matter to Paul Dullzell, ex- 
ecutive secretary of Equity, he was told 
that it was all very well for the members 
to sign the petition, but in addition to 
that they would be required to appear 
before the executive council, where they 
would be asked individually to state 
their reasons why in their estimation 
Sunday shows would benefit the legit 
business. This demand on the part of 
the council for an explanation from the 
signers of a petition before calling a spe- 
cial meeting is not unusual, it was ex- 
plained by Mr. Dullzell, who pointed out 
that the cost of holding such a meeting 
is about $600. Before the council will 
order a meeting held it is necessary for 
them to ascertain if the petition signers 
are cognizant of what they intend to 
vote for. 


Objects Erlanger Accounting 


NEW YORK, June 25.—Objections to 
the accounting in the estate of the late 
A. L. Erlanger were filed this week in 
the Surrogate’s Court by E. D. Codman 
and John R. Lazenby, trustees under the 
will of Maria P. Codman. The basis of 
the objection is payment by Saul J. 
Baron, temporary administrator of the 
estate, to other creditors despite the 
claim of the Codman estate for $933,877, 
said to be due in rent on the Tremont 
Theater, Boston. The same suit for an 
accounting included a claim by Martha 
C. Karolik for $11,424.01, also for rent 
of the theater, of which she is part 
owner. 

The plaintiffs charge that Baron failed 
in his accounting of the estate to in- 
clude stock of undetermined value 
owned by the late theatrical man in the 
A. E. Erlanger Realty Corporation, New 
Amsterdam Realty Corporation and va- 
rious other leaseholding corporations 
thruout the country. Hearings on the 
charges were postponed until late next 
week.

OUR correspondent’s croakings of 
disaster, indulged in at some length 
last week, have already baegen justi- 

fied by the number of shows now run- 
ning—or staggering, rather—down a 
sweltering Broadway. The low mark for 
the modern stage, set last summer, has 
already been broken, with all indications 
pointing to the fact that each week for 
the next few weeks will see another new 
low. There are just 11 shows on Broad- 
way at the present writing, and there is 
a good chance that before this column 
manages to get itself read there will 
be less than that. Only six of the 11 
are dramas—-an unusually low percentage 
even for the perspiration period. The 
five musicals seem lusty enough, but 
there is a strange absence of announced 
summer revues this year. During former 
sessions lightweight, light-priced revues 
did get themselves announced, even tho 
the chances were slight of their ever 
seeing the light of Broadway bulbs. This 
year the managers aren’t even announc- 
ing them. 


HILE legit in the city staggers 

groggily along, the summer stocks 

that abound on the highways in 
the vicinity are blooming. Whether they 
will wilt later in the heat still remains 
to be seen. Too few have got under 
way as yet to give any clear indication 
of their staying powers.

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will be shoulder deep in stock companies. 
Many well-known players as usual are 
traveling from one to another outfit as 
guest performers; many other not-so- 
well-known players are getting perma- 
nent—albeit not highly paid—summer 
jobs in the resident companies. It re- 
mains to be seen whether the vacation- 
ists will have enough dough in their 
jeans after paying their hotel bills to 
attend the bucolic performances. For 
that matter, what with general condi- 
tions around these parts, it remains to 
be seen whether there’ll be any vaca- 
tionists. 


T IS as yet too early, of course, to see 
precisely how the new federal tax of 
10 per cent on all admissions will af- 

fect the legit industry. It went into 
effect last Tuesday and since then there 
has been no noticeable variation; it will 
take at least a couple of months before 
any rea] gauge can be made, and more 
than that, it will take a few months of 
next season before the Managers can say 
cefinitely just how much they have been 
harmed by the latest inspiration of the 
gentus-onsowed statesmen down in 
ashington. 

"The League of New York Theaters and 
other stage agencies fought a fine, if 
losing, fight for the exemption of legit 
from the provisions of the tax. Such ex- 
emption would have meant cutting off 
less than a million dollars from the ex- 
pected revenue, a mere drop in the tre- 
mendous bucket of the amount needed 
to balance the budget. Forty millions 
or thereabouts were cheerfully cut off 
by the fair-minded solons at the behest 
of the picture interests. As remarked 
before at various times in this column, 
the films have money and influence that 
can be expended in many and varied di- 
rections—in such a direction, for in- 
stance, as the election of a President 
next November. 

The gesture toward taxing the pictures, 
a@ gesture exemplified by a refusal to 
lower the exemption to 25 cents as the 
Hollywood people driginally desired, was 
a gesture which was, to speak conserva- 
tively, somewhat empty. Very few 
straight film theaters have prices that 
will be affected by the tax; those that 
do charge 50 cents can very easily shave 
to the 40-cent level; in fact, tax or no 
tax, they would very soon have so shaved 
anyhow. That leaves only the houses 
which play vaudeville—and so consti- 
tutes another arrow in the already bleed- 
ing side of the three or so a day—and 
the legit houses. Congress, as anyone 
who looked with passing interest on the 
keen minds that make our laws might 
have expected, exempted the fine, cul- 
tural, uplifting output of sex-mad Holly- 
wood in order to stamp insufferably up- 
on the living stage, one of the few 
genuine arts left to a mechanized and 
robot-ruled America. 


Richardson to Pier Job 


PHILADELPHIA, June 25. — Frankie 
Richardson, Philadelphia stage and 
screen entertainer, has been signed by 
George Gravenstein as master of cere- 
monies for the vaudeville program to 
open at Miullion-Dollar Pier, Atlantic 
City, next week. Other bookings include 
Virginia Bacon with her Flashes of 1932, 
the English Tivoli Girls, Princess Yvonne 
—who scored at the same spot last year 
—and the Lorettos. Pamahasika's Mon- 
key and Bird Circus is also a pier fea- 
ture. 


Dinner Club Feeds 70,000 


NEW YORK, June 25.—The Actors’ 
Dinner Club reports that at the con- 
clusion of the 28th week since its in- 
ception the club has fed 69,952 patrons, 
of which number 44,597 have been on 
the house. The Officials of the club 
also report that the donations to the 
fund have been coming in very satis- 
factorily.

“Special Permission” Gag 


E. C. Mills recommends that phrase be dropped—ASCAP 
board decides matter Thursday—scrapping of phrase 
will not mean promiscuous playing of restricted songs 


NEW YORK, June 27.—If the recommendation of E. C. Mills, general man- 
ager of the American Society of Composers, Authors and Publishers, is acted upon 


favorably by the members of the board of 


directors at the meeting to be held Thurs- 


day, then the 16,000,000 radio set owners in the U. S. will be rid of the objection- 


able phrase, “By special permission of 


the copyright owners.” Members of the 


board of the ASCAP have received this recommendation in a letter from Mills, and 


while there is no assurance that it will 
that the line will soon be a memory in 
both radio station and on the dial-turn- 
ing end. Board is composed of both 
writer and publisher members who own 
the copyrights or represent those that do. 

The familiar phrase has been in evi- 
dence for the last few years and was put 
into effect in order to safeguard the 
rights of copyright owners and withhold 
too promiscuous playing of restricted 
numbers, or those that the owners did 
not want played over the air at all. 

Should the board decide to do away 
with the necessity of the stations or 
artist mentioning the phrase, it will not 
mean that promiscuous playing of re- 
stricteqd numbers will go into effect, but 
that those receiving permission will not 
have to announce it. It is possible that 
in order to guard against copyright in- 
fringement the stations, and it may be- 
come optional, will insist that the phrase 
be used. Infringements will have to be 
doubly guarded against by the owners, 
and the Copyright Act provides for a 
minimum fine and damages of $250 for 
each infringement. A hookup of 50 sta- 
tions, for instance, means 50 violations 
of the owners’ rights, or 50 times %250 
as a minimum, 

To date the ASCAP has never invoked 
that clause in the copyright law which 
pertains to “criminal infringement,” 
with penalties also taking in jail sen- 
tences, with the exception of prosecuting 
song pirates. Radio stations and artists 
have never been tangled in this type of 
infringement charge as yet. It is pos- 
sible, in order to do away with the ob- 
jectionable phrase and to prevent in- 
fringers playing tunes without permis- 
sion, that this clause may be invoked 
with the agreement and consent of the 
stations which also wish to be guarded 
against infringements of its artists, for 
which they are liable.

NEW YORK, June 25.—After an en- 
forced silence of seven weeks work was 
resumed Wednesday on Radio City, with 
the strike called off and a new wage 
scale definitely settled. Altho but one 
of the building trades unions became 
involved, that of the cement workers, 
the steel and other artisans were forced 
to lay off in order to comply with the 
building laws, which forbid steel being 
erected too far ahead of the concrete. 

Work on the RKO International Music 
Hall and RKO Photoplay Theater, as well 
as other units of Rockefeller Center, 
was resumed, but the delay did not 
disconcert either RCA, NBC or RKO 
officials, who, in fact, welcomed the 
situation. The theaters are que to open 


at least two years ahead of the project, 
and times being what they are, the 
officials considered that there was really 
no hurry about the completion. 

The fast work is being concentrated, 
however, on the International Music 
Hall, which will be the largest theater in 
the world. Final negotiations have re- 
sulted in four foreign countries taking a 
building each—France, Germany, Eng- 
land and Italy. 

Suspension of work came about as a 
result of the cement workers coming to 
the end of their agreement and it took 
the seven weeks to bring about a satis- 
factory scale to both sides. Other proj- 
ects besides the Rockefeller Center were 
involved. 


ERPI Litigation 
Is Being Settled 


NEW YORK, June 27.—Negotiations 
are now ©n between attorneys for the 
Electrical Research Products Corporation 
and John G. Paine, agent and trustee, 
representing the music publishers, 
whereby all litigation is expected to be 
settled out of court. 

Several hundred thousand dollars is 
involved in the so-called “bootleg seat 
tax,” whereby money is alleged to be due 
the publishers other than sums already 
paid by ERPI under a contract which 
runs out September 5.

While 
a new contract is expected to be made 
by Paine, the SPA also expects to make 
contracts.

IGMUND ROMBERG, president of the 
Songwriters’ Protective Association, 
has in mind the forming of a song- 

title registration bureau for the mem- 
bers, who, of course, are all writers. 
Only official bureau of its kind has 
been operated for years by the Music 
Publishers’ Protective Association for the 
publishers. Writers are obliged to regis- 
ter a title of a song, completed or other- 
wise, or not even written, thru one of 
the publisher members of the MPPA. 
Writers complain that they become obli- 
gated to a publisher to let him have the 
song, or tip him off to the title’s pos- 
sibility, when they do their registering 
thru him and want some sort of bureau 
all their own. 

Establishing such a bureau may sound 
easy, but when two are in existence 
they are naturally bound to cause con- 
siderable friction and loss of the valuable 
qualities of one central bureau. All of 
the records on hand at the MPPA will 
not be available for the SPA, with the 
result that duplication on the very same 
day may not be avoided and subsequent 
squabbles arise, with both sides being 
right. Who is going to award prior 
right to whom? Much clerical work and 
system are needed, not to mention the 
possibility bound to occur where a writer 
member of the SPA board inadvertently 
decides on a title at the same time or 
even just prior to the time a member 
has the same thing in mind. If the 
member of the board receives the right 
to the title, and rightfully so, how will 
be ever convince the member on the 
outside that he wasn’t taken advantage 
of by the one on the inside? 

So far the publishers have been carry- 
ing on their registrations in a manner 
considered open and above board. A 
title is no good to a writer unless he 
has a publisher or publishes the number 
himself. If the MPPA deems it too 
much 4rouble, which it will be, to con- 
stantly be in contact with the SPA 
bureau or make its records available to 
it there is naturally bound to be con- 
siderable conflict, and the chances are 
a publisher will abide by the decision 
of his own organization rather than 
that of the writers. Whereupon the 
writers involved get into more difficul-

Magicians are 
writing in from all parts of the world, 
and thus far there has not reached our 
Cesk a single missive condemning the 
suggested move. Magicians have indi- 
cated their whole-hearted compliance 
with the suggestions; others have ex- 
pressed their agreement with certain 
qualifications, and there is also repre- 
sented among the letters received a group 
that favors the merging of the magicians’ 
organizations solely for the purpose of 
effecting economies and creating general 

good will at the yearly meetings. 

This is being written with the end in 
view of informing the great body of 
magician-readers of The Billboard that 
present indications point conclusively to 
the eventual success of our scheme. In 
order than sentiment might be crystal- 
lized and molded into action before the 
red-hot iron of that get-together spirit 
cools off, it is suggested that magicians 
write their views, addressed to the Forum 
Page. Only discussion by the men in the 
field of magic who are more interested 
in their profession than in catering to 
their pet hates or whims will finally help 
us to achieve our purpose. 

While it might be rather premature to 
make such a statement at this early time, 
the writer is in possession of fairly con- 
vincing proof that it will be possible by 
the early part of the fall to bring to- 
gether for a discussion of the merger plan 
the leading lights of the three national 
organizations. 

. o . 

This informal conference will probably 
bring together on common ground men 
with varied interests, magical creeds and 
hidden axes. But there is no doubt about 
the fundamental desire on the part of 
all the men slated to take part in the 
discussion to further the interests of 
magic. There will appear here, on the 
Magic Page and in other sections of The 
Billboard from time to time added com- 
ment on the matter. 

For the present we can think of no 
better way to close the discussion than 
to quote from one of the letters received 
over the signature of one of the most 
popular magicians in the country: 


“ . . if the various societies 
are striving with a singleness of 
purpose to advance magic and ma- 
gicians, they should combine and 
co-operate for a united convention 
yearly. This would save the time, 
money and energy of all, and would 
do more to restore and perpetuate 
harmony than all of the politics in 
the world. Most of us are in magic 


because we love it. It pos- 
sesses us body and soul, and 
we love it wherever and when- 


ever we find it . . . and are non- 
sectarian in our devotion to it. 1! 
FEEL POSITIVE THAT IF THE 
MEMBERSHIPS AT LARGE 
WERE PERMITTED TO CAST A 
VOTE ON THIS’ ISSUE, IT 
WOULD RESULT IN A COM. 
BiNED CONVENTION BY AN 
OVERWHELMING MAJORITY.” 


Children? 


LONDON, June 18.—West Wick- 
ham, a village just outside London, 
has a play-producing society which 
is conducted entirely by children.

duces all its plays entirely without 
outside aid, and no adults are per- 
mitted to attend the meetings of the 
society.

tells also of the reception accorded The 
Billboard's report based on its investiga- 
tion of conditions at the NVA Lodge.

However, it is well that 
the industry know that thus far we are 
greatly pleased with the reactions of the 
board, and because of the fact that in- 
dividual copies of the report have not 
yet been delivered to the directors, a rea- 
sonable time will have to elapse before 
a decision is expected on The Billboard’s 
recommendations. Despite its promise, 
out of deference to the guests at the 
Lodge, not to publish the report, The 
Billboard may decide to do so if further 
encouragement is given the idea by the 
Fund directors. It has been revealed that 
the suggestion of printing the report was 
made by a director. and if this takes 
official form, thus releasing The Billboerd 
of its obligation, the complete report will 
appear. We fell that by printing the 
report with the permission of the board 
it will clear up any unfounded suspicions 
that might be harbored by persons in 
show business about mismanagement of 
the Saranac Lake institution; also, this 
action will serve to enlighten the shew 
business generally about the operation 
of one of its pet charities. 

We extend our thanks to the directors 
of the NVA Fund for the time and 
patience exerted to digest the report, and 
every greater thanks to those at the 
lodge who helped us in every possible 
way to conduct a thoro investigation of 
the institution.

NEW YORK, June 27.—That the summer theaters have developed into a per-

is evidenced by yearly increase in num- 
Activities here mentioned are dis- 


tinctly summer enterprises, a large percentage of them well established, having 


behind them several seasons of successful operation. 


traveling shows are not included. Few, 
along commercial theater lines (strictly 
office receipts) tho most of them have 
commercial objectives growing out of 
their activities. 

One group, reported to have business 
arrangements with New York managers, 
is devoted exclusiveiy to new American 
playwrights and young actors of more 
or less experience being groomed for 
Broadway the coming season. Some are 
operated on a co-operative basis, others 
on the commonwealth, while others offer 
a fixed but low salary. This list does not 
include schools, whose casts and perform. 
ances are by students only, of which 
there a dozen or more in this same terri- 
tory. 

While these summer theaters are ex- 
tant thruout the country, New York and 
the New England States lead, with New 
York State, 10; Connecticut, 6; Massa- 
chusetts, 4; Maine, 3; Vermont, 1, and 
Rhode Island, 1. This represents not 
only a 25 per cent increase of last sum- 
mer, but the notable fact of a larger 
percentage of show people of high stand. 
ing whose efforts are aimed for Broad- 
way. 

In New York State we find the Group 
Theater, which produced Night Over Taos 
and other plays on Broadway the past 
season, opening its second summer 
season at Dover Furnace with Yellow 
Jack, a new play by Sidney Howard, fol- 
lowed by Donagoo, by Jules Romaine and 
adapted by Gilbert Selder, and then a 
new play by Edmund Wilson.

THE GREAT NICOLA, one of America’s 
foremost magicians, who recently went 
abroad on a combined business and 
pleasure trip and who recently gave us 
a detailed insight on the magic situa- 
tion on the British Isle, comes in with 
more interesting magic dope—this time 
on France and Germany. Writing from 
the French capital, Nicola has the fol- 
lowing to say: 

“There is not much to report con- 
cerning magic and magicians in Ger- 
many and France. The few magicians 
who are working are doing mostly big 
acts and are doing very well, while the 
smaller acts are finding work very scarce 
due to the closing of theaters and com- 
Plications arising from governmental re- 
strictions regarding American films. 

“The German magic manufacturers, 
long noted for their wonderful me- 
chanics, have hardly kept abreast of the 
times and still stick to the long list of 
tricks which have been standard magic 
for decades. 

“The largest show of magic in Europe 
is performed by Kassner, who gives a 
full evening’s entertainment and has 
built up a wonderful following, mainly 
due to the fact that he outbills all other 
attractions and does so many effects 
that he completely swamps his audiences 
With illusions. 

“In Hamburg I saw the performance 
of Casfickis, Russian illusionist, who also 
believes in quantity rather than quality. 
He seemed to be performing almost every 
well-known cabinet trick. 

“The chief magical attraction in Berlin 
during my stay there was Horace Goldin,

who styles himself ‘The Royal Illusion- 
ist... Goldin was a bigtimer when many 
of the present-day magicians were get- 
ting their first start in magic, and he 
has lost none of his cunning. Whether 
he is performing the egg bag or an 
illusion he keeps his audience mystified. 
His program includes Where Do the 
Ducks Go?, vanishing alarm clock, cut 
and restored rope, shadow frame, walk- 
ing away from his shadow, cannon trick 
(as performed in America by Blackstone) 
and sawing thru a woman, which he has 
named the ‘living miracle.’ He is play- 
ing the Orpheum Theater, Karlsbad, 
Germany, the month of June. 

“I have been in Paris the last three 
weeks and there has not been a magical 
act or show of any kind during that 
time. However, there is a dramatic 
show called “Abracadabra that has a spat- 
tering of very poor magic. The French 
critics report that it is the French ver- 
sion of an American play, Hocus Pocus. 

“I am leaving immediately for London, 
but will return to Paris later to collect 
new wardrobe and apparatus, which is 
being made for me here. If there is 
anything worth while in London I will 
write again.” 


THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL, in 
a recent issue, carries an account of the 
annual West Point banquet held at the 
American Club, Shanghai, China. Guests 
of honor were officers of the 3lst U. S. 
Infantry. Colonel Wong, of the Chinese 
forces, acted as toastmaster and master 
of ceremonies During the banquet 
Chinese artists bewildered the guests 
with startling and novel acts of juggling, 
magic and animal and bird imitations. 
Of particular note was the sword-box 
trick. This was performed so cleverly, 
according to The Journal, that the 
majority of the spectators disbe- 
lieved their own eyes. A Chinese girl 
was placed into an apple-box-sized 
cabinet, 15 swords were then thrust thru 
the box, rapidly and from all directions, 
yet the girl came from the tiny cabinet 
safe and smiling. The article concludes 
with the statement: “The majority pres- 
ent still claim it could not be done.” 

HENRI DeSOUSA, assisted by A. F. 
Bull, presented a full-evening magic 
show for the Fruitvale Parlor of Native 
Sons of the Golden West at Fruitvale, 
Calif., recently. The house was sold out 
despite counter attractions. The sub- 
stitution trunk and Thayer's pigeon 
vanish went over as if these effects were 
something new and novel, merely prov- 
ing that there are still lots of people 
to whom magic can be presented. 


WOOD SOANES, dramatic critic of The 
Oakland (Calif.) Tribune, on June 8, in 
his column headed “Curtain Calls,” 
lines: “Twenty years ago today the 
Great Lester, ventriloquist. was held 
over for a second week aft the Or- 
pheum, due to big hit with Orpheum 
patrons.” (Yes, times have changed.) 

J. B. WHEELER, magician, now billed 
as “Freezo, the Human North Pole,” is 
getting himself frozen into a 1,400-pound 
cake of ice on an average of three times 
a day these hot days. Incidentally, he 
remains in the cake on an average of 
two hours to a demonstration. His ex- 
hibition was given in the lobby of the 
Gay Theater, Knoxville, Tenn., last 
week. The ice is frozen so as to inclose 
Wheeler’s body completely, allowing no 
entrance of air or heat into the cake.

In order to make The Business of the 
Theater, Alfred L. Bernheim’s study of 
the economic development of the legiti- 
mate theater in the United States, avail- 
able to students and historians of the 
theater, Equity presented about 50 bound 
copies of the book to college and public 
libraries at strategic points about the 
country. 

And from every library to which one 
was given have come words of thanks and 
appreciation for the gift. Several have 
asknowledged that Equity’s gift fills a gap 
covered by no other book. And Equity, 
which knew the value of this book for 
which it was responsible, is happy in the 
receipt of this appreciation. 


The Bullet Was Still Hot 


Edward Poland, who has written a 
story of the theater for The Equity Mag- 
azine, in reminiscing as to a detail in 
the story, wrote: 

“The actual incident® occurred and I 
was very nearly its victim, the bullet 
passing within a few inches of my 
head. I still have the missile, which was 
flattened against a brick side wall and 
was hot when it was picked up. 

““The property man of a stock company 
in which I was playing had inadvertently 
Substituted his own loaded revolver for 
the prop gun.” 

There must be other stories,of narrow 
escapes, and Equity would be interested 
in hearing of them. 


Another Charter Member Dies 


Charles S. Abbe, who died June 16, 
was one of the original 112 actors who 
signed the articles of agreement and 
Constitution and By-Laws of the Actors’ 
Equity Association 19 years ago. 

He is widely known for his work as a 
character actor and was an illustrator, 
the merit of whose work was generally 
recognized. And he was a good and loyal 
Equity member. 

To his widow and his daughters and 
his grandchildren Equity extends its 
most sincere condolences. 


Actors’ Society Had a Home 


In the June issue of The Equity Maga- 
zine a story attributed to the late Eddie 
O'Connor told of the efforts of the Ac- 
tors’ Society of America to erect a home 
of its own. During the campaign cer- 
tificates were sold which indicated that 
the holder had contributed $1 to buy a 
brick for the new building. The story 
went on to say that altho a number of 
bricks were sold no building was ever 
erected. 

In writing that story Eddie O’Connor 
was quite sincere in his belief that it 
Was a version of what had actually hap- 
pened, and Equity believed it to be true 
in printing it. But in doing so Equity 

_ did the Actors’ Society an injustice and 
it was quckly pointed out by William F. 
Haddock, last president of the Actors’ 
Society. Under date of June 17, Mr. 
Haddock wrote: 

“The Actors’ Society raised enough 
money by selling bricks and other meth- 
ods to purchase the building at 133 West 

45th street, New York. It was in this 

building, at a meeting of some of the 


foremost members of the profession, that 
Equity was born.’ 

This information was amplified by 
George Henry Trader, a member of the 
Actors’ Society, who came into the 
Equity office a day or so later. 

“What Mr. Haddock writes is quite 
true,” said Mr. Trader. “I remember 
quite well that the building was sold 
during the presidency of Tom Wise and 
the Society moved its offices and library 
to the Knickerbocker Theater Building. 
There it remained as long as there was 
any Society to hold it together. Most 
of the members of the Actors’ Society 
joined Equity in 1916 or somewhat later, 
but, as I remember it, they did so as 
individuals.” : 

Equity regrets having done less than

Giving Tables as Memorials 


When the Actors’ Dinner Clup moved 
into its new quarters in the basement of 
the Loew State Theater Building, at 165 
West 45th street, it faced the necessity 
of wholesale replacement of it®@ equip- 
ment. Particularly, it needed new tables 
and chairs for its guests. 

That need was partly met by contri- 
butions of dining units from friends of 
the club. Tables with six chairs, for 
instance, cost $17. They were given, in 
some cases, in memory of actors who 
had been particularly interested in the 
welfare of members of their profession. 
A smaller unit, a table and four chairs, 
could be given for $11. 

A number of these tables have been 
presented to the club, the most recent 
of these being the gift of Katharine 
Cornell, but there are still units which 
may be given and such gifts will be of 
real value to the theatrical profession. 


Return Fares to Home Base 


The representative of a touring com- 
pany recently got in touch with Equity 
headquarters to inform the Association 
that he was closing the company and 
asking whether he was obligated to re- 
turn the members of the company to 
their homes, wherever they might be. 

He was informed that while he was 
at perfect liberty to do so if it was mu- 
tually agreeable, his contract obligations 
merely required him to return them to 
the base from which they had been en- 
gaged, in this case New York. 

But that request was a far cry from 
the requirements which used to be in 
force before Equity came on the scene. 
At that time it was often the managerial 
practice to make the actor pay his way 
to the point of opening and from the 
point of closing. So if the company 
opened in Washington and closed in 
Minneapolis, the actor got to Washington 
and from Minneapolis under his own 
power, if he got there at all. 


Let’s See What the Tax Does 


The néw 10 per cent tax on admissions 


to theaters went into effect June 21, 15 
days after President Herbert Hoover 
signed the new measure. Equity is

Members who are out of work should 
call at the office daily. Further, it is 
better if those looking for work call be- 
fore 11 in the morning. Most calls are 
held at 11 o’clock. Frequently we do not 
receive requests for people until the 
morning of the call. Twice in the past 
week we have had such calls: no mem- 
bers have called at the office and we 
have not had time to get many of them 
on the telephone 

We are holding checks in settlement of

Our members are warned that they 
must not make agreements with man- 
agers other than the signed Chorus 
Equity contract—and that that contract 
must be without changes. Further, the 
association cannot recognize verbal agree- 
ments. So far as the Chorus Equity 
Members are concerned a verbal agree- 
ment works only for the benefit of the 
manager. The manager can always bring 
witnesses to a verbal agreement because 
he is an employer. The Chorus Equity 
can bring no such witnesses. Providing 


there were witnesses, they are afraid to 
testify against their manegement for fear 
of losing employment. A person making 
a verbal agreement has no right to ex- 
pect a fellow member to risk his engage- 
ment in order to protect a very foolish 
member. 

The Chorus Equity contract provides 
that a member who is dismissed must 
be given either two weeks’ notice or two 
weeks’ salary. In the case of the notice, 
that must be in writing. 

If, at the expiration of a notice, the 
management permits the member to con- 
tinue working in the production from 
which he got his notice, he is presumed 
to be re-engaged with his original con- 
tract, and any further dismissal must 
be with another two weeks’ notice. Mem- 
bers may not make any arrangement 
with managers that they will continue 
on a day-to-day basis with any company 
at the expiration of a notice. 

We have had frequent cases in which 
members working under notice have been 
asked to accept this day-to-day basis 
due to the absence of some other mem- 
ber of the chorus—that is, to continue in 
a vacancy until the absent member re- 
turns, in which case they are supposed 
to be automatically dismissed without 
notice. 

The association insists that this can- 
not be done because such a practice is 
open to many abuses. A manager who 
is not at all sure how business is going 
might give several people notices. These 
people, in need of all the work they can 
get, are already frightened by the notice 
and the loss of salary. The manager 
then comes to them with the day-to-day 
proposition. If they wanted to get out 
without notice he would then appeal to 
the association’s ruling that either party 


to a contract must give a two weeks’ 
notice, and he would insist that there 
was not verbal agreement to the con- 


trary. On the other hand, if business 
suddenly fell off so that it was desirable 
to cut his chorus immediately he would 
refer to the verbal agreement and would 
probably be able to bring witnesses in 
his employ to prove it. 

Further we feel that musical produc- 
tions should carry one or two additional 


chorus people regularly to meet emer- 
gencies. No management would carry 


understudies on the weekly payroll if it 
were possible to pick people up for a day 
at a time 

The Chorus Equity cannot make rul- 
ings which apply only to individual 
managers or to individual members. A 
rule that is made must apply to all. 
While there are some managements that 
we, know would live up to every word 
of a verbal agreement just as well as 
they would to a written one, we cannot 
allow such managements to make ar- 
rangements not allowed by others.

The League and the Stagehands 
ep the League of New York Thea- 


ters, in preparation for the renewal cf 

stagehand contracts September 1, has 
petitioned the Local, for a reduction of the 
salary scale, and also for various changes in 
the working rules and conditions which the 
union enforces. What acfion will be taken 
by the stagehands—if any is taken at all— 
will probably not be decided until shortly 
before the time for contract renewal. 

Stagehands in the past have always been 
the prime factors in holding up financial re- 
trenchment and commercial advance in the 
legit industry. They have consistently re- 
fused to consider any change in their salary 
scale, a scale which was deemed exorbitant 
by impartial observers in times of prosper- 
ity. In these present depression days it is 
outrageous. The Local has also refused to 
consider changing its working conditions, 
which in many cases see to it that overpaid 
workers sit on a bench on the sidewalk in 
order to earn salaries greater than those 
paid to many performers. 

That the legit industry is in its present 
bad way can in a great measure be laid at 
the door of the stagehands. It is to be 
hoped that they wake up to some faint reali- 
zation of the situation and to some sudden 
concept of the unfairness of their demands 
before it is too late. Such realization is de- 
sirable for their own sakes as well as for the 
theater in general. It is better to have a 
goose that lays only a silver egg than to 
have no goose at all 


Burlesque, just like the proverbial rose, is 
burlesque even tho dressed up and advertised as 
musical comedy or imported revue. An im- 
portant burly venture in the East, run by burly 
operators, with burly principals in the cast, 1s 
failing to get by because, for no apparent reason, 
the sponsors insist on calling the rose an orchid. 
It is obvious that many people still prefer the 
Tose. 


Carnivals and Reminder Advertising 


ROBABLY no form of outdoor amuse- 

ment has been hit as hard this season 

as the carnival Winning engagements 
have been few and far between, and we have 
yet to hear of a show that is in the “velvet” 
this year. It is only thru sheer determina- 
tion that “the show must go on” and the 
full co-operation of the attaches with the 
management that many of these collective- 
amusement organizations, both large and 
small, are able to continue operations. For 
all of this they are to be admired. 


Many reasons could be advanced for the 
heavy drop in attendance and receipts on 
carnival midways. The general business de- 
pression, with it resultant unemployment, of 
course, stands out first and foremost, and 
the only way to combat this is to fight for 
patronage all the harder. This leads to the 
point which this editorial is aimed to bring 
out—LACK OF REMINDER ADVER- 
TISING. 

Show lots in downtown sections are al- 
most as scarce as snowballs in Hades. In 
consequence locations have to be obtained 
quite a distance from the heart of the city, 
and many times on the outskirts. Adver- 
tising matter is used to herald the coming of 
organizations, some shows using it on 2a 
greater scale than others, but what is done 
to stimulate public interest in them after 
they arrive in town? Local newspapers may 
carry an advertisement or two during the 
engagement and also give free space to a 
yarn or so about the show, but this is far 
from sufficient reminder advertising. In 
numerous instances there are natives who 
do not even know there is a show in their 
community, so how can their patronage be 
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expected? Something should be done to 
remedy this situation, and it might be that 
the staging of a street parade by carnivals 
able to do so, and wherever permitted, will 
solve this problem at least partly. 


The Castle-Ehrlich-Hirsch Shows re- 
cently gave the parade feature a tryout at 
Quincy, Ill, at noon on a Wednesday, the 
pageant extending about four blocks, and 
an official of the show states that it was 
great from every standpoint. Quincy had 
not had a circus parade in years, and the 
carnival procession not only aided in in- 
creasing attendance on the lot, but put the 
show in the good graces of the city tathers, 
the local newspapers and the pablic in gen- 
eral, he says. Quincy, in fact, proved the 
best town for the show up to that time, even 
with real cool weather prevailing Thursday 
and Friday nights. 


Carnivals equipped to give a parade 
might go even further by having local mer- 
chants participate in the pageant with floats 
and also have “Parade Day Bargains” in 
their stores. 


With Sells-Floto getting in a great week’s biz 
on Long Island recently, other shows will no 
doubt head east, eyes on the same territory. 
That 10 percent salary cut appeared unwarranted 
when mentioned in the same breath with the 
flourishing trade, but, of course, one week doesn’t 
make a season. If biz continues good, slice should 
be reinstated. 


What About the Troupers’ Home? 


F THE Circus Saints and Sinners Club 

of Ameria does not get busy real soon, 

it will lose its grasp on the tract of land 
just outside Richmond, Va., donated to the 
organization for the purpose of establishing 
«a home for circus people after their per- 
forming days are over. 


We are not alarmists, but we are re- 
minding the club that to have the spacious 
and attractive land go fleeting away in such 


a manner because of internal jealousies and 
wanton lack of co-operation will mean the 
ruin of the organization. By its oft-repeat- 
ed published statements, that which moti- 
vates the CSSCA and gives it substance 
and splendor in terms of humanitarianism ts 
the goal for a domestic realm. If the home 
is not achieved, the-CSSCA has achieved 
nothing. 

All of which brings us to the thought 
that one of its members, one of the most 
talented and influential organizers in this 
country, recently started a sort of afternoon 
subsidiary of the Tent in New York. Manv 
members were corralled and the list is grow- 
ing. A member of the New York Tent ob- 
jects to it on the ground that the afternoon 
annex is assuming a “stag” complexion. The 
member cites the constitution, the charter 
and what not else. This attitude is smug 
indeed. The organizer has given indica- 
tion, however, that the afternoon session 
will break out under its own charter, con- 
stitution and title. His goal is 100 mem- 
bers, and he is not very far from it at pres- 
ent. The national order cannot afford to be 
stopped in its tracks because of one or two 
dissenting voices. 


One of the glaring faults with amusement 
parks, as now set wp, is the absence of enough 
features to attract those young bloods between 
the ages of 18 and 28. There sneuld be more 
and more facilities for adult entertainment, and 
timely changes in the offerings. Enticed to parks 
regularly thru appealing media, they will never 
become so alienated as to frown on the idea of 
their future offspring patronizing the park which 
held some memories for them. Other industries 
catering to the public taste have found it profit- 
able to cultivate the young swains and their arm 
companions of today, thus making tomorrow se- 
cure. 


Where Co-Operation Is Needed 


ITH legit and film producers bewail- 

ing the dearth of young talent, it’s 

about time they got together in some 
sort of conservation agreement. For the 
most part it is ali the fault of the picture 
moguls who have during the past season 
raided the legit ranks and benefited tc some 
extent. As soon as promising material is 
discovered on Broadway it is forthwith 
bound with a lucrative contract and sold 
down the river to Hollywood. In 9 out of 
10 cases the young hopefuls arrive on the 
Coast and discover to their amazement that 
they haven’t enough experience to cope 
with the oldtimers on the lot. After two or 
three months there comes a ticket back to 
New York, with the net result of another 
broken spirit. 

A good idea for the picture companies 
would be to contact these hopefuls the same 
way the major league baseball teams do; 
when and if they believe they have a so- 
called “find,” instead of rushing him to Hol- 
lywood why not subsidize the young per- 
former for two or three more seasons in 
legit, where he can acquire that much more 
experience, which in turn would be an as- 
set to the picture company? If the moneys 
the picture magnates have expended in 
transporting the soon-to-be-returned actors 
had instead heen used to subsidize the actor 
in New York or stock companies, the past 
few seasons would have seen a great im- 
provement in the quality of acting. And it 
would have benefited both the legit man- 
agers and the picture companies. 


In his annual report Joseph N. Weber, presi-« 
dent of the AFM, is at least one executive wha 
does not blame everything upon the general de- 
pression, but merely admits that the depression 
came alcng to further nit the unemployed musi- 
cians. Mechanical reproduction of music in the 
motion picture theater is the chief cause of the 
musicians’ slump, which came before the current 
hard times. The ensuing general slump, says 


Weber, prevented numerous musicians from seek- 
ing employment in other fields, 
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Minstrel Booster’s Lament 
Editor The Billboard: 


From the dawn of civilization strolling 
bards, troubadours and wandering min- 
strels have enlivened the countryside, 
village gathering places and Main street. 
Among my earliest recollections of pro- 
fessional entertainments is the glamour 
and pageantry of Hi Henry’s Minstrels. 
The blare and flash of the parade and 
the exotic aura of the “first part” in- 
trigued my childish imagination. The 
bizarre long-tailed coats and rakishly 


tilted high hats, the snappy  roll- 
off, screaming cornets, cracking trom- 
bones, “uum-paaing” tuba and “peck 


horns” and booming bass drum drew the 
crowd like an irresistible magnet. 

It would be the sheerest sentimental- 
ity to lament with that patron saint of 
minstrelsy, “Gone are the days when my 
heart was young and gay.” Nevertheless, 
I wish I could find something that 
would afford as keen diversion as the 
road shows that played the old home 
town in what was flamboyantly styled 
the “Opera House,” that grotesque struc- 
ture which was revamped from an aban- 
doned church edifice. A particularly 
alluring spectacle was the unloading at 
the stage door of the scenery and prop- 
erties for the more elaborate productions, 
such as Al G. Field’s annual editions, 
and the placing of those regal black bead 
drops for the opening scene of Primrose 
& Wilson’s Minstrels. 

The other day at the traditional hour 
of 11:45 the Silas Green Show band at- 
tracted a crowd that filled the Court- 
house Plaza. It is the only traveling 
aggregation that continues to give a 
street parade and concert a la the turn- 
outs that were in vogue in the days 
before hard times degenerated into 
“depression.” 

Since the ascendancy of the Roman 
Empire the circus has ranked next to 
bread in popular favor. Altho I appre- 
ciate the unique and distinctive con- 
tribution of Karl King, Fred Jewell, Ed 
Chenette and other creative maestros of 
the white tops, I have no regrets for 
the passing of the pell-mell band-wagon 
ballyhoo of the circus cavalcade, except 
that it deprives the lttie folk of a 
seasonal thrill. 

The typical trouper musicians were 
sometimes lacking in technical finish, 
and perhaps their presentation of pre- 
tentious pieces was rather rough, but 
their characteristic compositions were 
effective and their catchy cadence set 
the tempo for The Billboard caravar. 
along the Thespian trails leading to the 
tent show and the theater. 

Some day the spirit of those “Knights 
of the Road” will be revived by @ 
sagacious artist in the realm of folk 
music research, just as Lamar String- 
field retouched those appealing tunes 
from the highlands of his native State.

Barnum’s Elephant “Albert” 
Editor The Billboard: 

In reply to item of A. W. Lowe in is- 
sue of June 18 regarding his statement 
that Jumbo was killed at Keene, N. H. 

Here are the true facts of the bull 
that was killed there, which was P. T. 
Barnum’s elephant Albert. 

The Barnum, Bailey & Hutchinson 
Circus was exhibiting in Nashua, N. H., 
on July 19, 1885. It was here that 
William Sweeny, who had charge of 
Albert, was killed. The show the day 
previous had played Manchester, N. H., 
which was Sweeny’s home. George 
Arstingstall, pioneer elephant trainer, 
and who had charge of the bulls with 
the show, had told Sweeny that he could 
have the day off at Manchester and also 
stay over the next day. But he only 
took advantage of the one day and came 
back to Nashua only to meet his death. 

Albert, the elephant that killed him, 
had a martingale with a chain over his 
back, which passed between his front 
legs and was fastened to his tusks to 
keep his head down and prevent him 
from fighting. Sweeny had to loosen 
this chain so that Bill Newman could 
ride him out to the ring. Four other 
bulls were outside which Newman had 
finished. When Sweeny had taken off 
the chains in the dressing room Albert 
downed him with his tusks and then 
ran out of the dressing top and down- 
town. George Arstingstall got his horse 
and went after him and brought him 
back. Albert had been after Sweeny for 
a year and had downed him at Belfast, 
Me., and rolled him out under the side 
wall trying to get his tusks thru him. 
From Nashua the show went to Keene, 
N. H. Poor Sweeny did not think that 
his hurt was much, but on the way he 
had to get up in the car about 3 in 
the morning and before the show ar-

rived at Keene he died. 


There was a 
funeral procession from the undertaker’s 
to the depot, with the band and nearly 
all the show people in line. His body 
was sent to his home in Manchester. Mr. 
Bailey was in New York at the time, but 
Mr. Hutchinson telegraphed him the 
news and he sent word back to have 
Albert killed. George Bates made him 
lie down and he was swept off before 
taken out to be shot. They chained him 
to four trees, hind and front legs, and 
then George Arstingstall marked two 
rings on him with chalk to indicate the 
spots at which the men were to take 
aim. Eight militiamen were called out, 
four for the firing squad and four to 
be held in reserve. But he fell instantly 
and scarcely moved. It was nearly a week 
before men from the Smithsonian In- 
stitute at Washington, D. C., arrived to 
take off the hide and cut out the 
skeleton. He was a large fine animal 
and weighed five tons or more.

Have read many articles in The Forum 
about Jumbo The following extracts 
from an old clipping in my scrapbook 
may be of interest (New York Dramatic 
News, April, 1882): “Jumbo arrived from 
England Easter Sunday. Boat docked at 
Jersey City. P. T. Barnum, J. L. Hutchin- 
son, J. A. Bailey, R. F. Hamilton on 
the dock when boat docked. Jumbo’s 
actual height is 11 feet, 6 inches, and 
16 horses drew Jumbo in a box (weight, 
16%4 tons) to Madison Square Garden. 
Chieftain and Gypsy, elephants, walked 
beside the truck.” 

As to the early 40-horse hitch, this 
is from the bill of Spalding & Roger’s 
North American Circus, exhibited at 
Hartford, Conn., May 9, 10, 1854: “Will 
enter town led by grand floral car drawn 
by 40 horses. Mons. Paul driving; Ken- 
dall’s Brass Band playing popular airs. 
Performance opened with patriotic spec- 
tacle, Old Put, or the Spirit of ’76. con- 
cluding with tableau of General Wash- 
ington (on a live war horse, borne 
around on the shoulders of his brave 
Continentals).”

Admission Tax Regulations 
To Each Motorized Showman 


GREAT NECK, L. I., June 25.—Charles 
T. Hunt, president of the Motorized Cir- 
cus Owners and Agents’ Association, 
stated here that the association is mail- 
ing to each motorized showman in the 
United States a copy of Regulation No. 
43 relating to taxes on admissions. 

He added: “There may be some delay 
in reaching some of the shows because 
of the fact that addresses are not avai.e- 
able. If circus owners do not receive 
such regulations within a week, it is re- 
quested that they write to Melvin D. 
Hildreth, 719 Evans Building, Washing- 
ton, D. C., chairman of the Legislative 
Committee of the Circus Fans’ Associa- 
tion, and give him an address to which 
such regulations may be forwarded 

“Owrers should pay particuler atten- 
tion to the fact that the regulations pro- 


vide that ‘where after the paying of one 
admission charge a second charge is made 
for accommodations which are essentially 
an extension of the accommodations 
granted in return for payment of the first 
admission, the tax attaches to the total 
of the two charges made.’ . 


“Thus, we will have to compute the 
amount received for admissions, plus re- 
served seats, and see that a tax is paid 
on the combined total. ' 

“Complimentary tickets will also have 
to return a tax on the basis of the value 
of the ticket. 

“T desire especially to call the atten- 
tion of all circus owners to the fact that 
the law distinctly provides that ‘the tax 
in each case is to be paid by the person 
paying for such admissions.’ ”

Whoops! His Gate Has J umped 
133% Over May of Year Ago 


CONGERVILLE, Ill., June 25.—Keeping 
careful check on progress of this season’s 
business, Manager Lawrence Jones of 
Mackinaw Dells here, operated by Dells 
Recreation Park, Inc., finds some inter- 
esting comparisons of May, 1932, with 
May, 1931. 

“We began our season with ‘moderate 
enthusiasm,’ but the results so far 
achieved have gone beyond our expecta- 
tions,” he said. “Strange as it may seem 
in these unhappy times, our gate receipts 
have increased 133 per cent. But that 
tells only one chapter of the story; one 
naturally would expect in such an in- 
stance an increase in ‘concessions in 
keeping with the higher gate. 

“Such is not the case. Our total re- 
ceipts from concessions is only 9.5 per 
cent above 1931. The only concession 
which failed to report a larger gross 
than last year was the ballroom. The 
slight recession in this instance is ac- 
counted for by two conditions: First, 
we have not played the expensive name 
bands this year as last, with correspond- 
ing high admission prices, afid, second, 


our regular prices of dancing have been 
reduced in keeping with the times. The 
net, consequently, has been considerably 
larger. . 

“All our prices have been reduced (ex- 
cept the 15-cent gate, and the value of 
that has been increased) to fit the 
shrunken purses of our patrons. 


“In an impartial review of the gross 
paid admissions for the first month we 
think that we see a happy omen for the 
future of the amusement park business. 
The result may be traced to three causes: 
First, more favorable weather condi- 
tions than prevailed in 1931; second, 
the normal increase in business to be 
expected by a growing park, and, third, 
by far the most potent, the frantic effort 
of the masses to escape for a few brief 
hours the haunting specter of the pres- 
ent economic collapse. 


“In this effort made today to satisfy 
the play instinct, and often made at 
the cost of one’s few remaining pennies, 
lies the hope for tomorrow’s amusement 
park.” 


Scoop for Humphrey 


CLEVELAND, June 25.—D. S. 
Humphrey, “grand old man” of park 
business, has “scooped” the parks of 
Cleveland by capitalizing a new 
$1.25 weekly pass issued by the 
Cleveland Railway Company and a 
new 25-cent Sunday pass, which en- 
titles people to carry two children 
under 12 years of age free of charge. 
Mr. Humphrey is bringing home to 
people of Cleveland that they can 
vide “free” on their weekly passes 
to and from Euclid Beach Park. 
Banners on the outside of Cleve- 
land’s great transportation system 
and hanging cards are being used 
to feature this fact. Mr. Humphrey’s 
plan of tying in with this pass could 
not be more effective if he owned 
the railway company and gave free 
transportation to and from his park. 


Court Will Referee 
On Flagpole Sitters 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., June 25.—Flag- 
pole sitting as publicity for a Lake On- 
tario dance hall that admittedly cut into 
business of near-by Sea Breeze Park will 
be threshed out in Irondequoit Justice 
Court as aftermath of a stop order 
issued by Police Chief Harold McFarlin. 

Contest, which drew crowds to the 
dance casino operated by Irving Fox, 
was halted when McFarlin ordered two 
remaining contestants down. Fox was 
charged with violating State regulations 
governing endurance contests. 

Harry Altman, operator of Palais 
Royal and Glen Park, Buffalo, and pro- 
moter of the contest, was reported ready 
to ring in a decision by which “Ship- 
wreck” Kelly, who set an American pole. 
sitting record, was said to have beaten 
that charge in a New York court. Both 
contestants, out to beat the 57-day mark, 
are sore.

L. IS to be assumed that most park 
men are now familiar with the gen- 

eral provisions of the Revenue Act of 
1932 as it affects their business. Mem- 
bers of NAAP have been circularized with 
information by their legislative commit- 
tee, Chairman Leonard B. Schloss, Frank 
W. Darling and Alfred R. Hodge. 


However, there are two ints which 
must not be .overlooked by operators. 
One is the script ticket ruling; the other 
applies to articles manufactured on 
premises. Separaté, serially numbered 
tickets should be used for all admissions 
of more than 40 cents. 


In the case of script tickets, the ruling 
is that on any coupon contained in the 
book not being in excéss of 40 cents 
value, no matter what price is paid for 
the book, no tax will apply. But if the 
coupons are used at any place charging 
an admission in excess or 40 cents, the 
a will apply to that particular admis- 
sion. 


In a conference held with a represen- 
tative of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, the committee reports, it was 
suggested for such places using script 
tickets and operating featurés charging 
an admission in excess of 40 cents that 
a separate ticket, serially numbéred in 
consecutive order and showing the estab- 
lished price, tax and total price, be ex- 
changed for the coupons and that the 
separate ticket be used for the admis- 
sion.

EFERRING to soft drinks and confec- 
tions, in addition to admission tax 
there is provided for in the Act a tax 

of 2 per cent of the price for which cer- 
tain articles are sold, if manufactured 
on the premises. Such articles are pop- 
corn crispettes, salt water taffy and can- 
died apples, all being classed as candy 
confections. There is no tax on bever- 
ages sold at soda fountain, but there is 
a tax on simple syrups manufactured on 
the premises. The full text of provisions 
applicable to soda fountain operation is 
Section 615 of the Revenue Act 


ANAGEMENTS of many pools who 

had been possessed of some idea of 

cutting prices this season did not 
wait long to do it as the eve of enforce- 
ment of the Revenue Act approached. It 
is said that the policy quite generally 
will be to get ‘way down under the for- 
mer 50-cent price at pools where it has 
prevailed; in fact, to get under the tax- 
able 4l-cent figure. Coney Island, Cia- 
cinnati, announced on June 20 that the 
adult price of 50 cents, which would be 
55 cents with the tax, would thereafter 
be 40 cents and censequently with no tax. 

Such general action will be satisfac- 
tory to that growing class of patronage 
at many park pools who have felt that 
50 cents at pools and 10 cents admission 
fees at park gates have been rather steep 
in these times for those who came merely 
to swim, without the time or inclination 
to visit other park features. 

By the way, Cincy’s Coney is putting 
in some good licks over the radio these 
days in orchestral broadcasts from its 
Moonlite Gardens. If in every commu- 
nity as much were done, the great Amer- 
ican public soon would be “amusement 
park conscious” despite itself. And 
Manager Willis Bachman, announcer, 
never fails to wind up with: “Time for 
play will always pay.” 


ESIDES the load exacted by present 

conditions, park operators in north- 

ern parts of some of the Northern 
Ctates also have been hampered this sea- 
son with rain and cloudy weather. At 
Excelsior Amusement Park, Excelsior, 
Minn., in particular, has the weather 
man been hard to get along with. But 
the redoubtable R. S. Shogran there 
philosophically recalls what they say 
Mark Twain once remarked: “The cold- 
est winter I ever spent was an afternoon 
in Minneapolis one summer while tour- 
ing in those parts.” 


Old Folks Again Guests 


SALT LAKE CITY, June 25. — Salt 
Lake City’s old folks are entertained an- 
nually with a big outing in Liberty 
Park on June 22. All more than 70 yeas 
of age are brought to the park in auto- 
mobiles or with free transportation by 
the traction company. Each ward of the 
Mormon Church provides for its own 
group and an elaborate spread is served 
under the trees. Usually a big vaudeville 
program is featured and this year was 
no exception. Rodney Hillam was in 
charge and there was community sing- 
ing, prizes for the oldest man and 
woman, singing by the Old Folks’ choir, 
dancing and old folks’ numbers. Thou- 
sands attended. Those more than 70 
wore a red badge; 80, blue, and 90, white.

Pool Whirl 


By Nat A. Tor-——

The Federal tax was the topic of con- 
versation around swimming-pool circles 
last week and probably is still upper- 
most in the minds of amusement men at 
the present writing. “What are you do- 
ing about the tax?,” pool owners are 
asking each other. And I’m glad to see 
s0 many of them co-operating in their 
own particular territories on a joint plan. 


No definite word has come as yet from 
Washington as to what procedures will 
be followed in the enforcement of the 
tax. The Government has not as yet 
written to pool owners privately nor has 
any form been mailed. However, it is 
expected that a regular department will 
be formed to take charge of the tax 
revenue for pools in the very near future, 

So far, pool men have been acting on 
what they have been reading in the 
papers. They know, or should know by 
this time, that an amusement tax of 10 
per cent on all admissions over 41 cents 
has been passed, which went into effect 
on June 21 last. 


But what seems to be puzzling pool 
men is whether the Government is going 
to require anything on locker fees, etc. 
The Internal Revenue Bureau has 
not handed down a ruling on that. Most 
every pool in the country charges less 
than 41 cents for the actua) admission. 
There may be a rate of 75 cents, which 
includes admission and locker, but if the 
Government is levying only the admis- 
sion fee, pools can escape the tax by de- 
claring their admission charge under 41 
cents. 


Theaters, of course, have only an ad- 
mission, and this, if over the stipulated 
price, is taxed. But night clubs, roof 
gardens and cabarets are being taxed 
on cover charges and also on food served. 
Therefore some pool owners are afraid that 
Uncle Sam will step in and say that the 
tax is applied to the full charge of 75 
cents or whatever the admission and 
locker fee may be. 

Some pool men have written to Wash- 
ington, asking for a definite ruling, and 
rightly so, for it’s best to know where 
you stand. It’s no sense sitting around 
waiting for the Government to act, hop- 
ing that you can evade the tax until 
called upon. Find out what is expected, 
and then, by all means, do so, for you 
can’t fool the Government. 

If a tax is required in your particular 
case, you can either absorb it and stand 
the tax yourself or pass it on to the 
patrons. Or you can share the extra 
Government fee with the customer. But 
more of this when I get word of the 
definite ruling. 


Most every pool does some sort of ad- 
vertising. Yet there are pool men who 
say that pool advertising doesn’t pay; 
that publicity and exploitation are just a 
waste of time, energy and money. 

It is not my intention to allot too 
much space to this time-worn question. 
It has been proven time and again that 
it pays to advertise. Those pool owners 
who say “We advertise only because our 
nearest opposition does” are kidding no 
one. They advertise because they want 
to get business, and if the other fellow 
stopped, they’d advertise all the more to 
grab some of his clientele. 

It may be that some of the pools do 
the wrong kind of advertising, thus 
don’t get results. It must be taken into 
consideration that the bulk of swimming 
pool business consists of persons between 
the ages of 15 and 25. The male mem- 
bers of that class read the sporting pages. 
Hence, publicity of races held at your 
pool is about the most effective adver- 
tising for that group. The girls go in far 
reducing, bridge, novelty contests, etc,, 
and consequently those things will get 
them. 

You just can’t leave a pool stand and 
expect it to draw. Why, man, you have 
to do something to get business, the same 
as a salesman has to go out and hustle 
up orders. And don’t think that because 
the pool has been up for years you 
can stop and exist on the patronage 
you've built up thus far. You'll lose what 
you have and surely wouldn't draw any 
new ones. So stop bellyaching that ad- 
vertising doesn’t pay. Stop exploitation 
for the rest of the season and see tor 
yourself what happens—if you must get 
burnt make sure you’re handling fire- - 
but don’t advertise and cry. Do one 
thing or the other. 


Washington Pool, Coney Island, N. Y., 


advertises nude sun bathing facilities. 
However, it lays as much stress on rec- 
reation and races as on health, and 
therefore can’t be considered a true health 
center advocate. Wonder how many pools 
have nude sun bathing. It’sa great thing 
for aviators, at any rate! 


Oscar Baur, of Broad Ripple Pool, In- 
dianapolis, Ind., charges but 15 cents for 
the rental of suits. General price asked 
by pools is two-bits, with a few asking 
and getting as high as 35 cents. 


James A. McKee, Rockaway’s Playland 
Pool, Rockaway Beach, N. Y., is making 
a special play for outings this summer. 
This writer is deeply indebted to A. 
Joseph Geist, president, and the entire 
Playland management for courtesies ex- 
tended to him. 

Albert L. Walters, Lakeside Plunge, 
Oakland, Calif., communicates with New 
York p. a. for his suggestions on adver- 
tising and exploitation. It’s pool men 
like Walters, who go out of their way to 
get up stunts to attract business, who 
help push the swimming industry ahead.

for the park. 

Plan resembles other give-away ideas 
in which tickets in quantities have been 
passed out for free admission. However, 
Jefferson Beach is making a 10-cent 
service charge for each admission, with a 
20-cent charge Saturdays and Sundays.

We don’t know whether this was one 
of the pre-conceived policies of Rex Bil- 
lings when he came into Luna Park, 
Coney Island, but if it was, he has made 
good and adds to the list of park man- 
agers who see their duties in all phases 
and adds to their records constructively.

We have much 
to learn from their method. They use 
showmanship, but it is all subordinated 
to a keen, shrewd, accurate, painstaking 
business judgment, and nothing is al- 
lowed to run riot.

Parks Are Adding Tax te 
Fees More Than 40 Cents

Ballrooms working under the straight 
admission plan pay the tax if the ticket 
sells for more than 40 cents. 

In this connection, ballroom managers 
are of the feeling that strip tickets sold 
on the taxi plan are taxable if the strip 
costs more than 40 cents.

Governor declares State 
Fair must get masses—ex- 
pect double attendance 


DETROIT, June 25.—Gate admission 
to Michigan State Fair and Exposition, 
here on September 4-10, has been re- 
duced to 25 cents. Grand-stand fees 
remain as in former years. 


Recommendation of a price reduction 
Was made on June 22 by Governor Wil- 
ber M. Brucker at a luncheon in the 
Book-Cadillac Hotel with 50 Detroit busi- 
ness and industrial leaders, boosters of 
Michigan State Fair. 


The governor urged the reduction “so 
that we may get to the great masses of 
the people. We should make it a peo- 
ple’s fair. However, the fair must not 
be cheapened. It must continue to rep- 
resent and be in keeping with the dig- 
nity of the State. It must be maintained 
as an event of general public interest, 
with possible profits or ‘breaking even’ 
a matter of secondary consideration.” 

The governor’s recommendation, ap- 
proved by the fair management, is ex- 
pected to result in doubling the fair’s 
past average annual attendance and pro- 
portionately to enhance value of conces- 
sion space.

If We Are Right, Why Not Act 
For Stabilizing County Fairs?

Altho it is practichily three months 
since. my little article entitled Why 
County Fairs Are Sick appeared in the 
Spring Number of The Billboard, I con- 
tinue to hear from Billboard subscribers 
who read the article. I have received 
letters from men engaged in various 
phases of the outdoor show business and 
quite a few have discussed the article

It has been interesting to observe that 
in every case, with one exception, these 
people have agreed with me on the facts 
presented. The one who disagreed ad- 
mitted, after a second reading, that he 
had misinterpreted ‘the paragraph to 
which he had taken exception. 

Naturally, it is gratifying to know that 
the subjects discussed in the article 
were admitted by readers interested in 
the questions involve@ to be sound and 
true to facts. However, under the cir- 
cumstances, it is quite disappointing 


that there apparently has been no at- 
tempt made to remedy the conditions. 

It would seem that if the general 
situation is unsatisfactory and that if 
evils do exist along the lines mentioned 
that those who deal with county fairs 
in one form or another, those who are 
interested in county fairs as a market, 
should be sufficiently alive to the seri- 
ousness of the situation to want to do 
something to improve it. 


Perhaps it would b. well to recall that 
it was suggested that those concerned, 
such as booking agents, carnival opera- 
tors, dealers in fireworks, harness horse- 
men, conceéssioners and others, might 
well give the matter serious considera- 
tion and see just what can be done to 
make county fairs more stable and thus 
preserve, or perhaps even improve, the 
county fair market.

August Spitzler, president of Kewaunee 
County Agricultural Association, sponsor 
of Kewaunee County Fair, proposed beau. 
tifying the fairgrounds, two years ago, 
with a luxuriant crop of alfalfa within 
the race track, other members of the 
committee interpreted the proposition as 
a dream that had disturbed his slumber. 


More surprising if it were a dream, 
the project actually materialized and was 
a source of added enjoyment to large 
crowds at the fair last fall. “Mr. Spitzer 
may have dreamed of beautifying the 
fairgrounds with alfalfa, but he never 
dreamed that he would be able to show 
such results as are visible on the grounds 
today,” said Mr. Cahn. “Many people 
people who should know what they are 
talking about pronounce his alfalfa crop 
one of the best in Kewaunee County. 
While much alfalfa in the county was 
damaged by unfavorable weather, the 
crop in the faizgrounds came thru the 
winter in fine shape.” 

Mr. Cahn declared that he has yet to 
hear of any other fairgrounds in the 
United States on which a crop of alfalfa 
Was grown with success. “This fine crop 
of alfalfa will be auctioned off to the 
highest bidder,” the secretary announced. 
“Spirited bidding is expected, as feed is 
- short in the county and many farmers 
have signified their intention of being 
present.” 

Mr. Spitzer cleared the land, prepared 
the soil and planted the seed with very 
little hired help, according to Mr. Cahn. 

Besides being the first man in the 
United States to raise a crop of alfalfa 
Within a race track on fairgrounds, Mr. 


Spitzer is also the first man to auction 
off a crop so grown.

She is a graduate of Georgia State 
College for Women in Milledgeville and 
is teaching at the Summer School at 
G. S.C. W. She was active in newspaper 
work several years and was formerly 
editor of The Milledgeville Times. 

Mr. McCullar is past State commander 
of the Department of Georgia, Disabled 
American Veterans of the World War, at 
present adjutant of the Huff-Vinson 
Chapter No. 4 of the same organization 
in Milledgeville; past commander of the 
same chapter, a member of Morris-Little 
Post No. 6, American Legion, Milledge- 
ville, and also president. of the Veterans’ 
Club of Milledgeville. The latter organi- 
zation is of World War, Spanish War and 
Confederate veterans of Baldwin and ad- 
joining counties.

COLUMBUS, O., June 25.—Discussion, 
rather than action, om the subjects of re. 
duced admission fees,’ premiums, purses, 
passes and concessions marked the sum- 
mer meeting of Ohio Fair Managers’ As- 
sociation here on June 17. 


Among speakers were Judge I. L. Hold- 
erman, president; G. W. Rittenour, of 
State Fair advisory board, and W. B. 
Richmond. Judge Holderman advised 
scaling down premium lists to be in pro- 
portion to decreased révenue. He believed 
that the announcement that the State 
Fair had lowered gate admission and 
premiums should hav been made sooner 
so that county fairs’ could have more 
easily made similar changes. 


On the question of gate admissions and 
a canvass of fairs take, showing that the 
majority of fairs favored and would have 
a 25-cent gate, some also did not charge 
admission to grandstands and others 
charge as high as 50 cents additional, but 
the latter were in the, minority.

Preparatory to taking it to Canada for 
exhibition, Van Wickle figured it would 
enjoy the ¢rip better with a new set of 
shoes. Answering the call, Bowman 
found he had a job on his hands when 
he started to place the shoes on the 
Leviathan of the stable. “He threw me 
once,” Bowman said, “but I managed to 
get the shoes on him. 


Agog over his new experience after 
a score of years with ordinary horses, 
Bowman derived much amusement out 
of his task on the “plus 16” stallion. 
“Why I had to use a stepladder to get up 
to touch his head.” 


From now on to the close of the ex- 
hibition season Sillon B will travel by 
motor thru the country from fair to fair 
and to horse shows.

Carey booked 
Chrim Sketchley, speedster from Phila- 
delphia, and among the men he will 
face are Bubs Latshaw, Allen Neff, El- 
wood Brendel, Harbey Kline, Francis 
Mohler, Paul Rick, Zellers and Swisher. 


C. B. PYLE, whose Mt. Royal-Charles 
Roller Rink, Baltimore, is under man- 


agement of Bill Henning, closed the 
summer season on June 19. It will be 
reopened under Manager Henning in 


September. He was formerly floor man- 
ager of Carlin’s in Baltimore and has 
been connected with rinks 27 years. His 
plans contemplate redecorating the rink 
and installation of a new floor and 
music. Rink is 55 by 145 feet, with 
a balcony of 650 capacity. Mr. Pyle is 
to take a rest and will return in August.

E. M. MOOAR, veteran roller rink 
manager, paid a visit to Chicago last 
week, stopping off on his way from Los 
Angeles to Cincinnati, his home.

Besides be- 
ing active in roller skating as a rink 
owner and manager and race promoter, 
McLean has been a matchmaker in box- 
ing, manager of boxers and a match- 
maker of wrestlers. Rollaway Rink is not 
on the beach boulevard, but on the next 
paralleling street and only about 25 
yards from the cement walk. 


BOX LA CROSSE in New England was 
not introduced in one of the rinks, as 
expected, but at Fenway Park, Boston 
American League grounds. A team has 
been organized in Boston, titled the 
Boston Shamrocks, for about two home 
games weekly at Fenway. There is a pos- 
sibility that Boston Arena and Garden 
will take up box la crosse if it comes 
into popularity in metropolitan Boston. 
The Garden will see less boxing than 
hitherto because of failure of bouts to 
draw, leaving the big rink a deficit. 
Wrestling one night each week (Friday) 
will continue indefinitely under direc- 
tion of Joe (Toots) Mondt, veteran 
heavyweight wrestler, Denver. Whether 
Billy Ames, veteran English boxing man- 
ager, will continue as matchmaker for 
the ring programs at the big rink is a 
matter of much conjecture. 


BOXING AND WRESTLING are being 
offered during the summer season at St. 
Croix Rink, St. Stephen, N. B. This rink 
is nearer United States soil than any 
other Canadian rink, being across the 
St. Croix River from Calais, Me.

mands an interested first glimpse on 
approaching the midway and behind it 
one’s interest is augmented, not de- 
creased. At all shows and rides patrons 
receive full compensation, or more, for 
the respective amounts of money spent 
at the box offices. Concessions neatly 
framed and well stocked and all oper- 
ators were noted as pleasingly courteous 
to patrons or prospective customers. 

Like all other outdoor shows during 
this year’s “depression” spring months, 
the organization can now record but 
very little if any profit—quite probable 
the latter—and therein lies what this 
scribe deduces the most conspicuous 
foundation for commendation regarding 
the company officials, particularly the 
manager, Milton M. Morris, and the re- 
mainder of the personnel on their very 
evident loyalty to the management. 
There are many seasoned, tried-and-true

The only 
big-time vaudeville and picture house in 
the city raised and lowered a special act's

large banners daily. Nearly all chain- 
owned movies for some time have had 
painted-poster front gpecials. About all 


lacking has been free @utside exhibitions, 
Gescriptive openings and so-called “bark. 


ers,” and movies have had front-door 
“grinders.” Hence, Cincinnatians have 
been privileged to witness at least a 


semblance of carnival. 


fairgrounds have been made the 

“soat” in newspaper “panning” ar- 
ticles by story (literal) writers who 
hadn't learned, didn't care to learn, 
that at least some of the “gambling con. 
cessions” they spouted about were in no 
way connected with the carnivals; in- 
stead located on and paying for space on 
the fairs’ own midways. Of course, the 
citizen readers were not aware of the 
facts; hence, they were handed mislead- 
ing rot—the carnivals deduced as all the 
“black,” the real sponsor# of whatever 
“dirt” in evidence remaining as “pure 
white.” There may have also been the 
off-color concessions on the carnival mid. 
ways in some of the instances, but the 
newspaper writers apparently gave them 
all the “works,” their writings leading 
readers to believe the show managements 
were also responsible for what was being 
offered on all the other midwavys.

This writer recalls that his last attend- 
ing a certain large and prominent fair 
he saw the carnival midway located to 
one side and with but an entrance of 
about 150 feet opening onto the fair as- 
sociation’s quarter-mile-long midway. On 
the carnival’s location there were some 
concessions that were not on the “up and 
up”; on the fair’'s own lane of amuse- 
ments there was almost, vernacularly 
speaking, “everything in the dictionary.” 
Yet, the following year, articles in local 
newspapers stated: “There will be no 
such gambling at the fair this year as 
the carnival had last year,” or words to 
that effect—the previous year carnival at 
the fair the “goat” for all the “black.” 


Now and then an ambitious writer be- 
comes inspired to “write a show story 
for a magazine”—or other class of pub- 
lication. Eight-tenths of them get un- 
der way half-cocked more guess work 
that learned details and facts. A fellow 
sauntered into the editorial rooms of 
The Billboard, Cincinnati, some time ago 
ind said he was collecting data for a 
show story. Points, briefly, in the con- 
versation were about as follows: “Do you 
ntend writing an unbiased, devoid-of- 
knocking propaganda story?” “Well, er, 
yes.” “Relative to carnivals?” “Possibly, 
but I watched a carnival concession 
working on a fairgrounds that did not 
form a very good impression of carnivals 


with me.” Asked what fair, he named it, 
ditto the carnival. “Did you know that 
one of the all-round, best, really 


worthy outdoor shows of any nature en 
tour?” “Its concessions were not at that 
fair!’ “Are you certain—know as fact— 
they were carnival concessions?” 
Doubtless they were.” “You say ‘doubt. 
less,’ but you don’t reajly know, do you?” 
“T really think so.” “When you write for 
public reading you should not think, you 
hould know.” Possibly as an aid to you, 
the fair you named lets out but very 
small concession space to carnivals—it 
has its own large concessions, midway"— 
and he was shown confirming evidence 
I didn’t know that.” “Of course you 
didn’t, and there probably are many more 
imilar facts and details you should learn 
before starting your show story, should 
you plan to incorporate into it state- 
ments regarding carnivals!”

Tidbits of the Week 


By LEONARD TRAUBE 
(New York Office) 


N ONE of a series of radio addresses 

on State government costs Governor 

Franklin D. Roosevelt of New York 
recently prodded the subject of State 
appropriations, inferring that aid from 
the State might be abandoned. This 
brings up interesting possibilities. More 
than one fair in the Empire State wil! 
find its back to the wall if the State 
budget is abolished. Just on what 
theory the governor arrives at the con- 
clusion that financial help might no 
longer be necessary is not readily ap- 
parent. If these budgets are, and have 
been, a partial means of sustenance for 
the majority of fairs it is within reason 
that, budgets taken away, fairs de- 
pendent on them would cease to exist, 
much less to progress and improve. 

The executive’s speech very neatly 
Suggests that New York State’s interest 
in fairs, where agricultural exhibits run 
full blast, is on the wane. Mr. Roose- 
velt puts it up to the voting constituents. 
“Tell your legislative representatives and 
your other officials what you wish to 
have them do,” is his advice. Our feel- 
ing is that this puts fairs in a tough 
spot. The average voter, not very 
familiar with fairs as to operation and 
function, will say “retrench” and there- 
by save money for the State and, if he is 
lucky, for himself. It might be a good 
idea, however, to get fair managers into 
assembly and see what they have to say 
about removing some of their needs. 

If this aid is abolished two factors of 
interest to showmen and _ concession 
operators will probably come into being. 
Managers of fairs might be tempted to 
increase the cost of concession footage 
and, similarly, jack up the guarantee 
(where such a policy exists) from car- 
nival organizations, or else raise the 
percentage ante. The second possibility 
is of the retroactive kind. Some boards 
of directors of fairs might, in despera- 
tion, let concessions at a minimum, as 
they wouldn't like to toy with the pros- 
pect of losing both State funds and 
concession buyers. There remains, among 
other. things, the State trooper proposi- 
tion. Would they or would they not 
be included in retrenchments? Certainly 
these able-bodied guardians are needed. 
Should they be eliminated it would be 
up to New York State to supply an 
effective substitute. That would be a 
moral duty, but perhaps we are naive 
for bringing that point up.

Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


During the Christmas week holidays of 
1882, John J. Nathans, of circus fame, re- 
ceived a letter from a friend then tour- 
ing with Chiarini’s Royal Italian Circus 
aS treasurer. Chiarini had previously 
made notably successful engagements in 
Havana, City of Mexico, San Francisco, 
and was favorably known in the United 
States as a showman of much ability. It 
was therefore interesting to the circus 
fraternity in the U. S. to get a report 
of Chiarini’s operations during the 1882 
season, 

The letter to Mr. Nathans was a brief 
Summary of the season’s tour and its 
important events. They had sailed in 
March from Singapore to Manila, Philip- 
pine Islands, where they exhibited dur- 
ing the month of April to very profitable 
business. From there the show went to 
Hongkong, China. Attendance there 
was only fair, owing to unfavorable 
weather. The next move was to Shang- 
hai, there business was excellent; Chinese 
Mandarins and their wives visited the 
show in great numbers. Their interest 
in the exhibitions influenced the masses 
with profitable results. The wives of 
some of the Mandarins had feet so small 
they could not walk alone and had to 
be carried by women servants to their 
seats. Those wealthy Mandarins were 
brought in their own expensive chairs, 
elaborately carved in fantastic figures. 


Agents who had been sent ahead to 
perfect plans for exhibiting in Tuchow, 
Amoy, Ningpo, Swatow and Canton, 
China, had displayed some of their pos- 
ters on the walls prior to completion of 
arrangements for the exhibitions. Great 
crowds were attracted by the ferocious- 
appearing tigers\and other wild animals 
of the circus menagerle. Excitement 
over the prospect of such fierce-appear- 
ing animals being exhibited ran high. 
Crowds had to be dispersed by the au- 
thorities. Orders were sent from Pekin 
advising that the show should remain 
away from those cities, that in the event 
of trouble the show could not be prom- 
ised protection. The result was a change 
of itinerary at considerable extra expense. 
Cochin China was taken for a brief en- 
gagement. It was a French colony, clean, 
picturesque and a population that proved 
good circus patrons. They had never 
before seen a circus, and their enthu- 
siasm knew no bounds. 


From Saigon, Cochin China, the show 
was taken on a special chartered steam- 


ship to Bangkok, the capital of Siam. 
The king extended an invitation to the 
Chiarini management to exhibit in the 
new building where a centennial exhibi- 
tion was held. The building was con- 
nected by private passageway with the 
king's palace. The location was an ideal 
one for the circus exhibitions and the 
announced special performances for the 
king and his household was the natural 
governing influence which no form of 
advertising could equal in bringing the 
public to the performances during the 
show’s stay in Bangkok. Three private 
exhibitions were given for the king, a 
change of program was given each ex- 
hibition. Four Siamese carried the king 
to his box on a gilded dragon-shaped 
chair. Following him came the queen. 
Then entered the inmates of his harem, 
approximately 100 beautiful women. All 
these women prostrated themselves before 
the king and were then assigned to seats 
behind him. The princes and princesses 
were seated on the opposite side of the 
ring. Many soldiers were also present at 
the private performances. 

The first of the special performances 
for His Majesty, the King of Siam, and 
his household was given on Monday, Oc- 
tober 16, 1882. The program consisted 
of 15 numbers, with a 10-minute inter- 
mission after the eighth number. An 
overture by the Royal Band was followed 
by a grand cavalcade of four women 
and four men. French and Angelo did 
a double trapeze. A South African zebra 
was next introduced by M. J. Romano. 
No. 5 was a Pete Jenkins equestrian farce 
by Mr. Sarony. Japanese balancing act 
by Kichigoro and son was No. 6. Then 
Jose Romano introduced Garibaldi, the 
famous Chilian stallion, a featured num- 
ber. No. 8, Eugene, Robert, Edward and 
E. Faust did a comic concert turn. Fol- 
lowing the intermission and Royal Band 
overture, Mlle. Zazo did a single trapeze 
act. Miss Ida and Mr. Stoodley in 
“Equestman Visions.” ‘“Intermede Co- 
mique” was a clown turn by Mr. Sarony.

Boulware) and suggested that Kate (the 
same Katherine) return to her old home 
for a visit.

Circus, close by hisside. Beside Red stood 
the new member of the Fowler family 
in the personage of a baby chimpanzee 
known as “Skippy.” Well, Skippy en- 
tered, the motor first and Katy loaded 
the baggage. Now that is what I like 
about Katy—she loads her own baggage. 
As fast as Katy would load a piece of 
baggage, Skippy would unload it by toss. 
ing it out the other side. He then 
tossed out the wrong piece of luggage and 
all evidence immediately busted and 
dripped henceforth. The return trip 
home was ruined. I made a pass at 
Skippy and he retaliated by biting a 
chunk out of the blasted Rank Outsider'’s 
ankle. Then hell broke out and so did 
Skippy. Down the street raced Red and 
Charles (the same Charlie) while I gazed 
at the dripping hangbag. Finally, the 
baggage was loaded and Katy loaded her- 
self and away we went toward Blooming- 
ton. 

As we entered the outskirts, Mrs. 
Charles T. Boulware screamed, “Oh, look, 
a circus is here!,” and the Rank Out- 
sider quoth: “An amusement institution 
of motorized nature is exhibiting in this 


hamlet. Should we pause and scruti- 
nize?” What a question to ask an exe 
circus press agent when the dripping 


baggage was busted and only the scent 
remained! We did not scrutinize nor did 
we remain and Sam B. Dill's Circus was 
saved for Bloomington As we motored 
toward Peoria, a large billboard appeared 
at a curve in the highway on which was 
pictured 2. large poster of Bull Durham. 
“Looks like circus paper,” said Mrs. Boul- 
ware, and then she immediately screamed 
—“Look, a circus train!” I looked and 
the car (model 1927) came to a complete 
stop with its bumpers rammed thru the 
bull’s chest. Sure enough, it was a train; 
a big long train loaded with 800 wagons 
painted red, well, probably it was only 80 
red wagons and it was not a circus train. 
It looked good enough to be a circus 
train only it was a carnival train be- 
longing to Mister Castle, Mister Ehrlich 
and Mister Hirsch. Well, Peoria was giv. 
en the raspberry (not Mister Castle or 
Mister Ehrlich or Mister Hirsch) and we 
motored on, but the car did not look like 
a model 1927—more like a piece of brok- 
en unpainted circus equipment. And she 
calling a carnival a circus! The very 
idea. The car now sounded like the first 
section of old wooden railroad cars of a 
defunct circus rounding a curve and we 
were still eight thousand miles from the 
great State of Oklahoma, the former 
home of the Boul-wares, Alfalfa Bull and 
the original home of the bull of Bull 
Durham fame, whose chest I smashed. 
Was I mad? Ask me. So mad that I 
never spoke a word until next day and 
then I cussed. As we neared the city of 
Springfield Mo., and where I should have 
turned to the right; came another scream 
— ‘Oh, look, a circus!” I did not look 
and I forgot to turn to the right. I 
landed up eight miles from the place 
where I should have turned and I re- 
turned to the corner where I should have 
turned. It was not a circus. It was an- 
other carnival and it had no name. A 
lot of well-painted motor trucks of huge 
size carried the outfit, but its owners 
forgot to paint the name of the show on 
the trucks. That's a idea. That 
carnival is trying to hide its identity and 
now if its owner will devise a scheme to 
dismantle the show and hide its parts in 
the grass when a “towner” comes to the 
lot, he will be a success. But that car- 
nival did have a wild animal show and 
the smell of the menagerie wafted toward 
the crippled car and that is where 
new masthead came But why should 
a circus lady always confuse a carnival! 
(from the distance) with a circus?

N SPEAKING of the bargain-ticket 
plan followed by some motorized cir- 
cuses, I said in this column recently: 


“Some argue that the bargain plan 
cheapens circuses, also that it is not 
entirely fair and creates dissatisfaction 
when one person pays 50 cents for @ 
ticket at the lot and another gets it for 
10 cents at a store. . If I were of- 
fered a ticket to a circus for the price of 
10 cents I would regard the show as 
cheap and pass it up. Probably hundreds 
of others look at the matter in the same 
light.” 

Lawrence Jones is one, however, who 
doesn’t look at the matter in that light. 
He is manager of Dells Recreation Park 
at Congerville, Ill., in which park Rus- 
sell Bros.’ Circus appeared Sunday, June 
12. The information he gives about his 
experience with this show should be of 
interest to managers of both circuses 
and parks. Here’s what he says: 


“I am generally in such complete ac- 
cord with your ideas concerning the out- 
door show business that whenever I see 
one of your opinions widely at divergence 
with my own I am impelled to solemnly 
arise, clear my throat and respectfully 
‘speak a few words to the assembled 


ladies and gentlemen.’ Such an oc- 
casion has arisen. In your “Weekly 
Broadcast’ of May 28 you begin the 


column with an observation on the ‘bar- 
gain-ticket’ scheme of certain motorized 
circuses this year. 

“Now my experience in the show 
business, which dates back over quite a 
number of years, has not been in the 
circus field, and so I must speak with 
great caution and reserve. It so hap- 
pened that the article in question came 
to my attention the day Russell Bros.’ 
Circus played our park (Sunday, June 
12), and it is from this experience that 
I draw some of my conclusions. We 
worked with these people on a 10-cent 
ticket plan somewhat after the manner 
that you outlined. The results were 
gratifying to ourselves and ‘very satis- 
factory’ to the other party, to quote the 
words of our mutual friend, R. M. 
Harvey, general agent of Russell Brothers. 

“I failed to observe last Sunday that 
the 50 cents demanded on the lot created 
any ill feeling. No 10-cent tickets were 
distributed after midnight on Saturday 
preceding the engagement and those who 
failed to provide themselves with the 
pink slips (like sample inclosed) in ad- 
vance accepted the result of their 
negligence in a good-natured way. The 
great majority, of course, came prepared 
to avail themselves of the bargain op- 
portunity which we offered and they 
felt very gratetul toward the manage- 
ment of the park. The day topped the 
season for us both in total paid admis- 
sions and in gross concession receipts. 

“The second and last point which you 
make is that the lowering of the gen- 
eral admission price to 10 cents cheap- 
ens the show. I wonder. We are living 
in ‘cheap’ times, my dear Mr. Hartmann. 
City workers on shifts of one and two 
days a week; rural workers at their hard 
labors for as low as $15 a month with 
room and board: farmers offered eight 
cents a bushel for new oats; the Dow- 
Jones averages of the New York Stock 
Exchange prices down from a high of 
381.17 on September 3, 1929, to a low 
of 44.93 on June 1, 1932. O tempora, O 
mores! On with the 10-cent circus!” 

And now comes word that the Russell 
Bros.’ Circus has discontinued the bar- 
gain-ticket plan. Could it be that the 
plan works well in amusement parks, 
but not with merchants? 

I also learn that the Sam B. Dill Cir- 
cus, which has been selling tickets thru 
local merchants, has abandoned that 
plan in an effort to reduce expenses and 
instead has made a tieup with a nation- 
wide chain of grocery stores to handle 
ticket sales in each town visited.

Ever hear of a 66-horse hitch in these 
days? Well, shere was one on the 
Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus a short time 
ago, but for only a brief period. The 
historical scene was presented for the 
special benefit of J. A. Wagner, of Des 
Moines, Ia., chairman of the Board of 
Directors and past national president of 
the Circus Fans Association, and he feels 
highly horored. Mr. Wagner was a guest 
of Manager Jess Adkins on the show for 


three days in the State of New York. At 
Utica, on the day that he was to return 
home, the 66-horse hitch surprise was 
sprung on him by his host 

“Inheriting from my 
German father a great love for horses, 
Mr. Wagner writes me, “I had admired 
the wonderful baggage stock with which 
Charles Rooney has surrounded himself 
on this show. On the day of my de- 
parture, as we stepped out of the cook 
tent at Utica at 5 p.m., there assembled 
on the lot was the veteran, Charles 
Rooney, with a hook rope hitch consist- 
ing of four eight-horse teams, five six- 
horse teams and one four-horse team, 
a total of 66 horses in the hitch. Aside 
from this there were several other teams, 
probably 80 horses altogether. In the 
center of this great cavalcade, with his 
broad-brimmed hat, on his black and 
white-spotted horse, sat Mr. Rooney. We 
then advanced to the front of the horses 
and as I grasped Charlie’s hand, a pic- 
ture was taken of the group.”

READING, Pa., June 25.—Night auto- 
mobile racing was inaugurated here on 
night of June 17 when Ralph Hankin- 
son’s postponed events of Sunday, June 
12, were run over the brilliantly illumi- 
nated track of the Reading Fair in such 
spectacular fashion that’ Hankinson now 
nians to continue night racing over the 
local track during August. 

It had been Hankinson’s plan to try 
night racing during the latter part of 
July, but he was forced into an earlier 
trial due to rainout on June 12 and the 
fact that on succeeding Sundays the 
track was leased by Reading Motorcycle 
Club.

the Reading illumination is obtained 
from reflectors immediately over the 
track, suspended on arms projecting 
from poles 100 feet apart. 

Perfection of lighting and superb 
driving conditions amazed drivers, spec- 
tators and officials. The track had been 
prepared by application of 20 tons of 
calcium chloride, which, together with 
the heavy downpours of the previous 
days, made the track absolutely dustless. 
Drivers declared they could see better at 
night than they could in daylight. 

Billy Winn, Gordy Condon, Bryan 
Saulpaugh and Burt Karnatz lowered 
record after record as spectators voiced 
their approval of the nocturnal speed 
contests. Harry Miller, speed motor 
cenius of Los Angeles, and Harry Hartz, 
former AAA national champion, declared 
they had never witnessed such ideal 
racing conditions, while T. E. Allen, sec- 
retary of AAA contest board, voiced his 
unstinted praise of the venture. 

Hankinson declares it is likely that 
night racing in some Eastern localities 
will become so popular that new tracks 
will be available in 1933 under his 
management.

High Record of 


Arbitration 


By FRANK W. DARLING 


Because NAAP was among the first of 
national industrial associations to adopt 
the principle of arbitration of disputes 
in place of long-drawn-out court battles, 
the following data from the American 
Arbitration Association may be of inter- 
est: 

“Since NAAP adopted this form of 
settlement for internal troubles nearly 
every existing association of industrial 
firms has adopted it, most of them mak- 
ing arbitration compulsory in place of 
court trials between members. 

COVERS MANY MATTERS 


“A record of 2,568 controversies sub- 
mitted by disputants for adjudication 
in the American Arbitration Tribunal, 
with the confirmation of the arbitrators’ 
awards opposed in the higher courts in 
only 10 instances and every disputed 
award upheld by the courts, is one of the 
achievements noted in the report of the 
American Arbitration Association, just 
issued, covering the six years during 
which the association has been in ex- 
istence. 


“Matters arbitrated have covered near- 
ly every kind of commercial dispute, 
from controversies arising out of mergers 
of corporations and dissolutions of 
partnerships to claims for household 
goods damaged in the process of moving. 
Amounts involved in these claims have 
reached several millions of dollars, while 
in many cases the controversy concerned 
questions of rights under agreements or 
performance of contracts. 

GIVE PUBLIC SERVICE 

“During the six-year period the asso- 
ciation has completed its national sys- 
tem of arbitration by installing facilities 
for arbitration in 1,700 cities and in 
many trade groups. It has conducted 
arbitrations under this system at an 
average cost of 1 per cent of the claims 
involved, while its record for speed has 
been the disposition of 75 per cent of 
its cases in one hearing. Plus this high 
speed and low cost, no decision rendered 
under its system has ever been reversed 
by a court, and the impartiality and 
integrity of its arbitrators have been 
maintained in practice and sustained by 
the courts whenever parties have sought 
to reverse an award on this ground. 


“More than 5,200 parties have appeared 
in the matters submitted to arbitration 
and several hundred lawyers have ap- 
peared on behalf of these parties. Ap- 
proximately 3,000 men have served as 
arbitrators, generally without compensa- 
tion, as a public service to industry.”

Many ticklish problems discussed and motion passed to 
send ballot to all operators in Chicago territory to de- 
cide if newly formed organization is favored 


CHICAGO, June 25—An interesting meeting was held last night in the plant 


of the American Sales Corporation by a 


group of manufacturers at the request 


of some of their operator customers in Chicago. The reason for the gathering was 
to discuss many ticklish problems confronting them and to get the opinion of the 
operators regarding a promotion in the way of an operators’ association, which was 
formed by a group of newcomers in the coin-operated amusement machine business 
a short while ago. The plan was to collect an initiation fee from each operator, plus 


weekly dues of about 25 cents on each 
machine operated. Several of the old- 
time operators who have been in busi- 
ness considerably longer than the or- 
ganizers of the new essociation, requested 
information as to just what the money 
collected would be used for if it were 
collected, but could learn nothing def- 
inite from the officers present. 

As little headway was being made and 
nothing definite accomplished for the 
benefit of all operators a motion was 
made by Dave Gottlieb and passed by a 
majority vote which settled everything 
satisfactorily for the evening. Mr. Gott- 
lieb’s motion was to have the manu- 
facturers send out a ballot to all oper- 
ators in the Chicago territory requesting 
their vote as to whether they WERE OR 
WERE NOT in favor of the newly formed 
organization. Results of this vote to de- 
termine what support the manufacturers 
will give. 

The manufacturers are anxious to sup- 
port a good legitimate operators’ organiza. 
tion that will benefit all operators and 
have promised their co-operation, but 
they positively will not get in back of 
any organization that will benefit only a 
few with a selfish interest in view.

They simply say: “Well, things 
will be quiet for a few weeks now. Peo- 
ple want to stay outdoors as much as 
possible, and machines indoors cannot 
get the play they ordinarily would. The 
operator recognizes this fact in the cash 
boxes of his machines and does not buy 
in quantities as he would at other 
times.” It is very interesting to note 
that the very manufacturer who said 
these words is not showing any letup in 
his manufacturing and advertising ac- 
tivities, altho summer is here. 


The really significant summer news is 
that at least eight new machines have 
been announced within the last two 
weeks and will be given steady publicity 
during what is supposed to be the dullest 
season of the year. A little close scrutiny 
shows that these games are being 
launched in most cases by firms with a 
reputation, and not newcomers that 
might make a flash and play out. Most 
of these manufacturers have had experi- 
ence and some of thein are among the 
pioneers in the trade, so that they should 
be counted on to know what to antici- 
pate as to the prospects during the re- 
mainder of 1932. These manufacturers 
to a man are not looking for anything 
sensational, but are expressing their 
firm faith in the continued progress of 
the industry as soon as people have had 
their little vacation and are back to the 
settled channels of their daily life again. 
There is a feeling underneath the sur- 
face that those stable firms in the auto- 
matic-games business will show up dur- 
ing the summer by their ability to carry 
on, and most of them seem to welcome 
the settling effect on trade and prices 
that the summer months are sure to 
have. 

The most marked step in the new ma- 
chines recently announced is to add that 
something more to pin games, by adding 
race tracks, semi-circular fields, jackpots 
and other contraptions designed to put 
more interest within the limits of a 
pin-game board. One manufacturer

fraakly states that his new machines are 
nothing new, but simply an effort to 
make a good pin game at a price which 
the operator will feel he can afford to 
pay. Another manufacturer says that he 
will not announce anything else new 
until about September 1. The summer 
months will be used for steady sales ef- 
fort on the latest games and for co- 
operation and closer contact with present 
customers. The experimental room will 
be the center of activity to improve pres- 
ent games and mechanisms and complet- 
ing new ideas. 
. . 

The 10 per cent tax on games and 
parts of games went into effect auto- 
matically June 21. A few of the leading 
manufacturers reported a _ last-minute 
rush to get games before the tax went 
into effect. Most of the manufacturers 
had urged Operators to take advantage 
ot the last few tax-free days. One manu- 
facturer reported orders for 700 machines 
On one day just before the tax was due. 
There seems to be a general opinion, or 
at least a hope, that the final effect 
of the tax will be to stabilize prices in 
the coin-machine field. It is noticeable 
that other trades, like rubber, drug and 


candy thru their spokesmen, are hoping 
for the same thing. There is general 
agreement that prices had been reduced 
about as low as possible so that the ad- 
dition of a tax will be a signal to add 
this to the present selling price rather 
than lower prices again. 
. . > 

At the present writing the committee 
appointed by the CMMA to obtain a rul- 
ing by the revenue department upon the 
application of the tax on “parts of 
games” has not made a report. Experts 
of the Bureau of Internal Revenue are 
said to be working night and day to 
establish regulations and rulings about 
the multitude of questions that have 
arisen about the hastily enacted manu- 
facturers’ tax. There are many questions 
about the tax in its relation to the coin- 
machine trade, as well as to other trades. 
Until these questions are settled by 
specific rulings there will be doubt as 
to just what is taxable and just who is 
to pay the tax. The suggestion that 
came from the CMMA meeting was to 
pay the tax when in doubt, as it would 
be easier to get a refund than to stand 
trial for tax evasion. 

. . . 


One case that comes up for ruling is 
that of a firm or manufacturer buying 
games practically ready made from an- 
other manufacturer. The revenue of- 
ficials have indicated already that they 
will expect to collect the tax from the 
manufacturer whose label, trade-mark or 
seal actually appears on the manufac- 
tured product. A firm that contracts 
with a manufacturer to act as national 
distributor is in reality the accepted 
manufacturer and must pay the tax. 
This will raise a question for certain 
large distributors who have regularly 
placed their own labels on games manu- 
factured by the originator of the game. 
Unless there is some change in the 
present attitude of the revenue bureau, 
it would appear that the distributor in 
such cases would be required to pay 
the tax. 

* 

A very interesting sidelight on the is- 
Sues raised by the tax is a tentative rul- 
ing by the bureau which requires parties, 
where one is manufacturing products for 
another, to furnish proof that the price 
agreed upon represents a fair market 
price. The tax agents do not intend to 
permit any low-price agreements to les- 
sen the tax bill. This will at least act 
as a stabilizer to manufacturers’ prices 
and discourage price cutting as an ef-

ties, whereas a single bureau automat- 
ically does away with conflicting regis- 
tration by simply refusing to register a 
title considered too close to any live 
published title or one held in the safe. 
As the MPPA bureau now functions, a 
conflicting title owner can always ask 
the other party if he is amenable to 
a release or to set a price if any on 
his title or entire song. It happens 
regularly. In fact, the hit of Irving 
Berlin’s Face the Music, entitled Soft 
Lights and Sweet Music, got its title 
thru the buying of the song that first 
held the name from Davis, Coots & 
Engel. Berlin thought of the title just 
a little too late, despite the fact that it 
fit into his plan exactly and he had a 
whole show set. As chronicled in this 
column at the time, he finally bought 
the competing title by acquiring the 
song for $1,000. The publishers were 
willing to listen to reason, altho their 


song was doing okeh and gave great 
promise. 

But in the case of two bureaus work- 
ing on their own, both sides will be 
arguing, arbitrating and suing indefi- 
nitely. Of course, the ideal spot for the 
registration bureau would be the Ameri- 
can Society of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers. However, the MPPA cards 
are being well kept and apparently the 
ASCAP considers it a publisher’s affair, 
not a writer’s 


ADIO stations can certainly be held 
for libel, according to the Supreme 
Court of Nebraska. A couple of 
candidates in the recent Republican 
primaries in this State were the prin- 
cipals, with one candidate, Richard F. 
Wood, making a speech during which 
he attackeq Attorney-General Sorensen, 
a candidate for re-election. Next day 


the station in question made no less 
than four announcements that the 
opinions voiced by Wood were his own 
and that it did not sanction the 
criticism, nor was it in sympathy with 
it. A libel suit for $100,000 resulted in 
a verdict against Wood, but the radio 
station was not held to account. The 
Supreme Court of Nebraska reversed this 
opinion of the lower court and held that 
the radio company must answer for 
sending out libelous matter. 

The radio company claimed immunity 
under the clause of the Radio Act of 
1927, which states that when two can- 
didates for office are given equal oppor- 
tunity the station shall have no censor- 
ship power over the material broadcast. 
The court held that the paragraph in 
question did not authorize or sanction 
libel, but pertained to the censorship of 
the political or party trend.

fort to evade taxes. When the federal 
agents begin to inquire into the matter 
of fair market prices then the price 
cutter may have too many embarrassing 
questions to answer. The law apparent- 
ly gives the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue power to determine what is a 
fair market price in any given case. The 
purpose of this power is to prevent col- 
lusions to sell at fictitiously low prices, 
or the formation of paper companies or 
distributors to resell goods and thus es- 
cape a heavier tax. 


Teeth have been put into the new 
manufacturers’ tax law by incorporating 
into it Section 1123 of the Revenue Act 
of 1926, which provides drastic penalties 
for “any statement, oral or written, in- 
tended or calculated to lead any person 
to believe that any part of the price 
at which such article is sold - con- 
Sists of a tax imposed under the au- 
thority of the United States, knowing 
that such statement is false and that 
the tax is not so great as the portion 
ascribed to such tax, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor.” This looks as if the 
manufacturer must not try to collect any 
more tax from a purchaser than is 
actually legal. Fortunately, for the coin- 
machine trade, the rate of 10 per cent 
of the selling price is easily calculated. 


——The Coin Chute 


Browsing around in a toy shop I 
saw a basket ball toy game that 
might suggest an idea for a pin 
game to some inventor. Especiaily 
now that the trade is looking for 
that something more to add to pin 
game appeal. This small toy starts 
the ball along a tubular runway, 
which goes to the top of the board, 
then turns toward the center and by 
means of a sudden elevation gives 
the ball a pitch for a basket near 
the center of the board. If the ball 
fails to score in the basket, there is 
a standard layout of scortng holes 
and pins all along the ena The 


toy is made by a Chicago coficern 
and is patented. 


The tax bill provides that the tax shall 
be paid on all goods sold on contracts 
made after May 1, 1932, if the goods were 
not actually delivered until after June 
21. It is reported that an official close 
on the inside has said that they expected 
difficulty in enforcing this regulation, 
but that the real purpose of the law was 
to collect on such contracts until court 
procedure made it impossible to collect 
on them, 

. . . 


All the manufacturers concerned must 
make monthly returns and they must 
be made voluntarily without waiting for 
notice fromthe bureau. The reports 
are to be under oath and in duplicate to 
the collector of internal revenue for the 
district in which the manufacturer is lo- 


cated. 
o . a 


Here is what the new tax laws means 
by the selling price: “. the lease 
of an article shall be considered the sale 
of such article.” (Section 618.) Section 
619-2"In determining for purposes of 
this title, the price for which an article 
is sold, there shall be included any 
charge for coverings and containers of 
whatever nature, and any charge inci- 
dent to placing the article in condition 
packed ready for shipment, but there 
shall be excluded the amount of tax im- 
posed by this title, whether or not stated 
as a separate charge. A transportation, 
delivery, insurance, installation or®other 
charge (not required by the foregoing 
sentence to be included) shall be ex- 
cluded from the price only if the amount 
thereof is established to the satisfaction 
of the commissioner.” 


The foreign trade of The Billboard 
advertisers will not be touched by the 
new tax law, according to an opinion ex- 
pressed by an authority on tax matters: 
“Merchandise exported from the United 
States is free of tax; further, goods sold 
and delivered to export agents in this 
country are tax free if the goods are 
actually shipped out of the United 
States, but manufacturers must hold 
themselves in readiness tosprove exporta- 
tion if called upon to do so.” Some of 
the manufacturers have developed an at- 
tractive foreign trade and this publica- 
tion is constantly increasing its contacts 
in foreign markets. 


The distributor and jobber are warned 
by certain authorities not to make a 
misstatement about the tax actually 
paid. The manufacturer sells a game 
to the jobber at the wholesale price of 
$10, and the tax of $1 is paid direct to 
the government by the manufacturer. 
But he passes the tax on to the jobber 
by selling the machine at “$10, plus 
tax.” The jobber is privileged to make 
the retail price anything he likes, pro- 
vided that he makes no misstatement 
about the tax actually paid. If the re- 
tail price is $16.50, it will be a misde- 
méanor to state orally or in writing that 
the tax is $1.65. Treasury officials have 
suggested that jobbers and distributors 
had better follow the practice of pricing 
their games at $17.50, tax included, 
rather than risk giving false information 
about what part of the resale price is 
meant to cover tax. Distributors and 
jobbers do not have to worry about pay- 
ing the tax to the government; their 
only worry is to not make any false 
statements about the tax in the price 
they ask for their games. They are 
privileged to place the retail price at any 
figure they desire, Just so there is no 
misrepresentation about the tax. Dis- 
tributors, of course, who place their own 
labels on games should have a clear un- 
derstanding as to who is expected to pay 
the tax before taking chances. 


It is stated by authorities that all in- 
formation given out up to now by the 
Revenue Department is subject to re- 
vision and new rulings. Meanwhile, the 
trade will be going right ahead, as the 
manufacturers are all planning to pay 
the tax promptly and take no chances 
on trying to beat the collectors in any 
way. It seems to be generally under- 
stood that the tax will ultimately be 
passed on to the operator, just as all 
trades are passing it on to the consumer. 


Newspapers last week carried an in- 
teresting story of Charles Wack, an IIli- 
nois operator who was arrested for 
speeding. When haled before the 
magistrate he quickly agreed to pay his 
fine if the court would accept 1,000 
pennies, explaining that he was a vend- 
ing-machine operator. A policeman was 
sent to a near-by bank and soon re- 


turned with 10 $1 penny packages and 
the fine was paid.

made. Other assets on the petition are 
Loew’s, Inc., as debtor for $265,000, and 
office furniture and leaseholds valued at 
$450,000. 

The complaint also says the corpora- 
tion has outstanding 1,465,730 shares of 
Class A and 100,000 shares of Class B 
stock, and that it is indebted to un- 
secured creditors for $1,619,688, of which 
$500,000 is now due. The corporation is 
also said to be indebted to wholly owned 
subsidiaries to the extent of $1,160,496; 
to affiliated companies for $1,599,901, and 
to Fox Films for $546,647. It is also listed 
as owing $1,113,763, of which $400,000 is 


due, in connection with buying deben- 
tures, stock, etc. 

The petition also listed the corpora- 
tion’s suit against William Fox, filed in 
Mineola, Long Island, N. Y., the day be- 
fore, as “worth many millions of dol- 
lars.” In this suit, the corporation seeks 
mainly to compel William Fox to ac-~ 
count for all profits realized thru his 
manipulation of the corporation's stock 
when he was in control, and asks for 
judgments amounting close to $5,060,000. 
The suit names six friends and relatives 
of Fox, under whose name large shares 
of stock had been placed. They are Jack 
Leo. Fox’s brother-in-law; Mrs. Carolyn 
Leah Taussig, his daughter; John Zanft; 
Eva Fox, his wife; Jacob Rubenstein and 
Bessie Livingstone. 

The suit attacks Fox’s brokerage deals, 
as exposed ir the Senate inquiry into 
stock manipulations, and charges that 
he took 25 per cent of the commission 
for the sale of Class A stock in 1225, be- 
sides making money by other “fraudulent 
methods.” The corporation further asks 
that Fox account for all losses suffered 
by the company by reason of alleged acts 
of malfeasance or mismanagement com- 
mitted by him, in addition to accounting 
for all profits coming out of the com- 
pany and appropriated by himself. Fox 
is now ill in Washington, where he is 
scheduled to appear before the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee, and 
has not yet answered the suit. 

In the meantime, it is not believed that 
the receivership of Fox Theaters will 
seriously affect the operation of the 
houses involved. Practically all of the 
Fox houses, except the Fox West Coast 
division, are now under some form of 
receivership. The receiverships in most 
cases were prearranged affairs put thru 
to protect the interests of the theaters 
and their creditors, and are part of a 
terrific effort on the part of the Fox 
cutfit to save the huge corporate 
structure from complete collapse. 


The Brooklyn and Queens properties 
of Fox Theaters Corporation have been 
put under an auxiliary receivership, 
Federal Judge G. M. Moscowitz having 
named William E. Atkinson, John PF, 
Sherman and Alfonso Drier auxiliary re- 
ceivers, with bond of $25,000 set for each, 
The Chicago Title & Trust Company was 
also the petitioner for this receivership. 


Simon H. Fabian, vice-president of Fox 
Metropolitan Playhouses and special rep 
of the banking interests, has been ap- 
pointed coroeceiver along with the Irving 
Trust Company in his company’s re- 
ceivership. 


WASHINGTON, June 25.—William Fox, 
who is still under subpoena to testify 
‘before the Senate Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee, left for New York Mon- 
day after having spent five days here. He 
had come here to testify, but spent prac- 
tically all of his time in his hotel room, 
sending word each morning to the com- 
mittee that he was too ill to testify. 

The committee had intended to hold a 
bedside hearing, but finally decided to 
wait until Fox had recovered. Move by 
Fox’s counsel to release his client from 
@ subpoena was refused. In the mean- 
time, the Senate committee is hearing 
“lambs” who lost big money in Wall 
Street. Additional evidence on the pro- 
motion and publicity given by William 
Fox to various Fox stocks was read into 
the record Thursday. David Stock, com- 
mittee investigator, said that Fox Film 
issued three different state.aents of 
estimated earnings for 1929 and that 
The Wall Street Journal also issued 2 
fourth estimate, in which it pointed out 
certain unusual accounting practices and 
calculated the Fox earnings at a Jower

ewe West South Central States have the 

highest comparative average of retail 
Sales of drug stores anywhere in the 
country. New England drug stores are 
reported to have the smallest percentage 
of sales. Drug stores have become one 
of the most important types of locations 
for automatic games, and this informa- 
tion suggests that operators in south- 
west territory ought to watch the drug- 
store locations. Operator J. J. Shoonan, 
of Oklahoma, writes that, while drug 
stores do not prove to be his best spots, 
still he finds them easier to get and also 
they have a better average intake from 
day to day. Another Southern State 
operator says that he considers drug 
stores having soda fountains the best 
type of locations for the operator during 
the summer unless these is resort terri- 
tory near by. My own observation is 
that drug stores are the most common 
type of locations for automatic games, 
and it is really getting to be the unusual 
to find a drug store in most cities that 
does not have some kind of an automatic 
game. As a rule, the games are given the 
most consideration as to preferred space 
in drug stores also. ,

A recent decision on a long standing 
complaint against the General Cigar 
Company was given by the Federal Trade 
Commission, which approves the giving 
of “excluhive territories” to jobbers, etc. 
This practice had been attacked as con- 
trary to anti-trust laws. But the FTC 
decides that the “exclusive territory” 
idea is okeh with respect to law. The 
“exclusive territory” idea was very much 
in vogue in coin-machine circles in the 
days before the pin-game era. But the 
rapid trade expansion with the advent of 
pin games brought so many violations of 
territorial agreements that the common 
word is now that “exclusive” means 
nothing. Jobbers and distributors that 
had developed a mail-order business, as 
well as manufacturers, found it easy to 
step beyond territorial agreements and 
make sales. The days were when oper- 
ators expected protection on territory 
when they bought a certain number of 
machines. But operators who had such 
agreements did not always buy new 
games fast enough to meet the rapid 
expansion of the manufacturing end. 
Then the spirit of modern business does 
not seem to submit very well to the 
limitations of territqrial agreements. It 
may work with respect to automobiles, 
refrigerators and the like, but apparently 
the coin-machine trade has stepped be- 
yond the bounds of territorial agree- 
ments as a general practice. Still the 
practice seems to be legal if anyone 
wants to agree to it.

He 
does get first-hand news from operators 
out in the field. 

The new machine announced by Jen- 
nings incorporates such modern improve- 
ments as a full-vision slug detector, fool- 
proof free-play device, split coin chute, 
protective devices against abuse and then 
adds color and pleasing design. 


SHERMAN HOTEL LOBBY—Fourteen 
men were observed standing around one 
well-known pin game while two young 
men engaged in a competitive play. As 
soon as these fellows finished, two more 
quickly picked up the play. All the 
other tables were idle at the time and 
there were at least 10 of them. But 
the reason that all this mob gathered 
around one table did not appear to be 
that the game was the most popular. 
After a few minutes spent at one table 
the players went to another and the 
crowd followed. There should be some 
way to get spectators interested enough 
so that they would find a table and start 
their own game. A new amusement de- 
vice appearing on this hotel floor is the 
Syncro Shooting Gallery, recently de- 
veloped in Chicago. Its mechanical con- 
struction and layout apparently makes 
it adaptable to hotel lobbies. It uses a 
regulation-size target rifle and registers 
the hits by an ingenious use of electric 
impulse. The target arrangement is 
meant to be typical of the well-known 
shooting gallery, as the targets fall when 
a hit is made. This realistic feature of 
the device seems to be its chief attrac- 
tion. The player is attracted by seeing 
the target fail in response to a hit when 
no bullets are used.

Charles Johnson is the enterprising

The firm makes a large pin 
table game in the $75 group for hotel 
lobbies and elite locations, a standard 
pin game in the $12.50 group and one of 
the new “square-circle’ games called 
Whirligig. Since there is some specula- 
tion as to what the “square-circle” games 
will do, I was interested in his opinion. 
He expressed himself personally as feel- 
ing that the “square-circle’ games had 
intrinsic playing merit of their own and 
that they would demonstrate their own 
worth when placed on location beside 
other standard table games. 


Ben Segal has re-entered the Detroit 
field as an operator of a new line of nut 
venders. He has formed the Segal Vend- 
ing Company, and at present has a route 
of 101 machines out in locations.
